LEADER WILLIAMS’S SPEECH

Refers to Attorney General’s Interview 
on “Runnirlg Amuck” and Quotes 
Editorial Article from The 
New York Times.

WASHINGTON, March 16.—Attorney 
General Knox’s declaration about the Su- 
preme Court decision in the merger case 
will be the Democratic issue on the trust 
question. The Democrats will hold that it | 
is the.duty of the Administration to prose- 
cute other trusts, and that if it does not 
do so it will be convicted of singling out 
one trust to prosecute so as to have a 
campaign issue. 

In a speech on the floor of the House Mr. 
Williams, the Democratic leader, to-day 
foreshadowed the line on which the House 
Democrats will discuss the merger de- 
cision and the trust question. He said: 

““Yesterday the Supreme Court of the 
United States decided the Northern Securi- 
ties case. Immediately afterward the At- 
torney General of the United States was 
interviewed, and was careful to tell the 
country that the Government ‘ would not 
run amuck’ against all railroad combina- 
tions. Of course the Attorney General 
would not have been interviewed unless he 
had wanted to be interviewed, nor would 
he have wanted to be interviewed unless 
he had some object in being interviewed and 
in sending that particular message to the 
country. 

“This. morning TH=E NEw YorK TIMES 
comes out with an editorial headed ‘ As to 
Running Amuck.’ This editorial is so fe- 
licitous a comment upon the situation, es- 
pecially the part of it which seems to have 
called upon the Attorney General to quiet 
the apprehensions of trusts and combines 
for fear they might think that the Gov- 
ernment was going into the business of 
discovering and prosecuting them misceila- 
neously, without political affiliations or 
connections with Republican policies, that 
I desire to have the Clerk read the ar- 
ticle from the desk.”. After the editorial 
article had been read, Mr. Williams went 
on: 

“The country will wait carefully to see 
whether this is a mere ‘theatrical cam- 
paign trick’ or whether it is the beginning 
of @ general policy of ‘shackling cunning’ 
now, as we have in the past ‘shackled 
force,’ according to a celebrated utterance 
of the President.” 

Mr. Williams said later that the Demo- 
crats would insist that the Attorney Gen- 
etal, following the decision in the merger 
case, should look further into combinations 
of allways end industries or explain why 
he did not do so. 

Mr. Williams pointed out that the De- 
partment of Justice has received from Con- 
gress $500,000 with Which to prosecute the 
triiste. According to the report made to 
Congress at this session not more than 
$25,000 of that. sum had been, expended. 
Mr, Williams thought there would be no 
exouse if the Department of Justice did not 
look into a few other combinations. 

He ‘thought, for instance, that it might be 
profitable to ascertain if the Steel Trust 
wae receiving benefits from railroads in 
reduced rates on steel manufactures for ex- 
port. In fact, he could see a wide field of 
activity for the Department of Justice if it 
cared tv look further into combinations in 
restraint of trade. 


DEPEW LIKES MERGER DECISION. 


Says It’s a Good Thing for Both People 
and Corporations.

WASHINGTON, March 16.—Senator De- 
pew to-day gave an authorized interview on 
the merger decision to The Newark Even- 
ing News, in which he said: " 

“It is a' good thing, both for the people 
and.the corporations, because it‘quiets pop- 
ular apprehension, which was very great, 
and might have resulted in dangerous and 
unnecessary legislation, 

“It is a good thing for the corporations 
because the limits within which they can 
lawfully act are made reasonably certain. 
It is fortunate that the decision has.come, 
as almost every enterprise was halting 
white waiting for the result. 

“It removes the exaggerated perils, 
which created so much alarm, as to the 
far-reaching effect of an adverse decision. 
We now see that it does not reach and dis- 
rupt the many long-established accretions 
of different corporations by purchase or 
consolidation, like those of the New York 
Central or Pennsylvania Railways.” 


MERGER OFFICIALS CONFER, 


J. Jd. Hill Says Outsiders Would Make 
Mountain Out of Mole Hill. 


Lawyers representing the various inter- 
ests in the Northern Securities Qgmpany 
were in conference yesterday with President 
Hill, Vice President Clough, and Directors 
George F. Baker and John 8. Kennedy until 
late in the day. J. G. Johnson of Phila- 
delphia, who argued the Securities case be- 
fore the United States Supreme Court, was 
reported to have been one of the con- 
ferrees. The others included Francis Lynde 
Stetson, of counsel to J. P. Morgan & Co., 
and R. S. Lovett, representing the Harri- 
man interests. . 

Later Mr. Hill said: ‘‘ We are waiting for 
the order of the court. Nothing can be 
done until we receive it. I would like to 
say, however, that there will be no attempt 
to evade the judgment of the court. 

‘““We haven't any definite plan or plans 
under consideration. There has been alto- 
gether too much guesswork by outsiders. 
They have tried to make a mountain out of 
a mole hill, and there isn’t even a mole 


hill.” ’ 
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MAY PROSECUTE ROCK ISLAND. 


Gommissioner Says That Road and 
Southern Pacific Are Holding 
Companies. 

AUSTIN, Tex., March 16.—O. B. Colquitt, 
member of the Texas Railroad Comnrission, 


said to-day that under the decision of the | 


Supreme Court in the Northern Securities 
Case, the Southern Pacific and the Rock 
Island could be proceeded against by the 
Attorney General for violation of the Sher- 
man Anti-Trust act, as they were both 
purely holding companies. 

It is probable that the Texas State author- 
ities wil! take the preliminary steps with 
the vicw of having prosecutions against 
these two holding companies instituted by 
the Federal Government. 


GUN COTTON FOR SHIRT IRONER 


Package So Labeled and Addressed 
. Alarms Elevated Station Agent. 


A woman on the up-town station of the 
Sixth Avenue elevated line at Thirty-third 
Street last evening picked up a package a 
foot long, seven, inches wide, and three 
inches deep. Taking it to the ticket agent 
the woman asked him to sée that it was 
sent to its owner. 

The agent looked at the bundle fdr a min- 
ute and suddenly turned very pale. He 
called the ticket chopper over and whispered 
to him, then he locked the office and ran 
down to the street. He retufned with Po- 
liceman Snyder of the West Thirtieth 
Street Station. The police picked up the 
package and read in 4 large print, ‘‘ Gun- 
cotton and nitroglycerine.””’ The package 
was addressed to ‘“‘ Mr. Shannon,*1,673 Lex- 
ington Avenue.” Across the upper left- 
hand corner was the following note: 

Dear George: This is what you asked for at 
the Brooklyn Navy Yard Saturday. Be mighty 
careful how you handle it. The bearer is my 
brother, a very competent person, and you 
can trust him with what you wish delivered. 
But for God's sake be careful of this package 
when you open it. Don't drop it. 

Policeman Snyder took the package to 
the station house, where-Sergt. Shibles was 
at the desk. Snyder ‘deposited the box in 
front of him. When he learned what it 
contained he ordered the policeman to take 
it away. 

*‘ Shall I open it?” asked Snyder. 

“Not here,” yelled the Sergeant. 
are tod many married men here. 
up to the Bureau of Combustibles.”’ 

Snyder then journeyed with his package to 
the Fire Department Building in East Six- 
ty-seventh Street. 
found the buréau closed, so he telephoned 
the station. The Sergeant would not let 
him bring it back, and the bundle was de- 
posited at Fire Headquarters. 

David Shannon,’a shirt ironer in a laun- 
dry, lives with his wife and three children 
on the second floor of 1,673 Lexington Ave- 
nue. Shannon was not at home when a re- 
porter called there last night. Mrs. Shan- 
mon said she had not seen her nusband 
since noon. 

“He came home with his tools,” said Mrs. 

nnon, “‘and I thought he wanted to 
sit ‘down and not work. So I quarreled 
with him, Then he got out, and I haven't 
seen him since. I never saw him use any 
dytiamite or atiything like that. He hasn't 
any relatives or friends in the navy that 
I know of.”’ 

Mrs. Sharinon said she didn’t know of 
any member of the Shannon family named 
George. 


ATROCITIES BY HOTTENTOTS. 


One Hundred and Thirteen Germans 
Slain in One District Alone. 


BERLIN, March 16.—Letters from Ger- 
man Southwest Africa have arrived here 
giving details of the ghastly treatment of 
German settlers, 113 of whom were killed 
outright or tortured to death in the district 
of Okahandja alone. 

Women dismembered and with parts of 
their bodies nailed to the doors of houses 
and boys mutilated and left to die slowly 
were frequent spectacles. The éxpedition- 
ary columns, on coming in sight of a farm- 
er’s house, would-see the heads of its for- 
mer occupants fastened to the roof. 

These sights excited the rage of the sol- 
diers. The letters express a longing for re- 
venge and a determfmation, as one writer 
says, “to kill everything black.’’ This 
causes some papers to urge the Govern- 
ment to telegraph instructions to Col. Leut- 
wein, the Governor of German Southwest 
Africa, that he order. the soldiers to re- 
strain themselves and conduct the war in a 
civilized manner. : 

Col. Leutwein himself comes in for criti- 
cism, as it is alleged that he left insuffi- 
cient numbers of troops in the exposed dis- 
trict, and was misled by the temper of the 
natives, having frequently had at his own 
table chiefs who are now in rebellion and 
who are wearing decorations and swords of 
honér bestowed on them by the Governor 
in behalf of the Emperor.

CRAZED IN CAGE OF LIONS. 


Animal Trainer in Florida Develops 
Madness During Performance.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., March 16.—While 
in a cage with three lions this afternoon, 
Alfred J. F. Perrins, the animal tamer, 
suddenly became insane. Soon after he en- 
tered the cage Perrins struck one of the 
lion’s a vicious blow and cried, ‘‘ Why 
don’t you bow to me, I am God's agent.” 

Perrins then left the cage, leaving the 
door open and saying, ‘‘ They will not come 
out, as God is iooking after them.”’ He 
then stood on a box and called on the spec- 
tators to come up and be healed, saying he 
could restore sight to the blind and hearing 
to the deaf, and heal any disease by a gift 
just received from God. 

The lions started to leave the cage and 
the spectators fled. The’ cage door was 
slammed by a policeman, who arrested 
Perrins. Physicians pronounced Perrins 
hopelessly crazed on religion. He has been 
in the show business thirty years, having 
been with Robinson, Barnum, and Sells.

LINE TO PHILADELPHIA 


Public Service Corporation Buys 
the Last Link. 


DEAL 


Middlesex and Somerset Traction Com- 
pany Acquired—Plans for Million- 
Dollar Improvement.

NEW BRUNSWICK. March i16.—The 


Middlesex and Somerset Traction Company, 
which has fifty miles of track in.Middlesex 
and Somerset Counties, has been sold to 


the Public Service Corporation of New Jer- 
sey for $2,250,000. 

The Middlesex and Somerset Traction 
Was owned by ex-Judge Gotfried Kreuger 
of Newark, Andrew Radel of Bridgeport, 
the heirs of the late John Radel, and Ed- 
ward H. Radel of this city, who all own 
about equal shares in the business. The 
officers were: President—Gotfried Kreuger; 
Vice President—Andrew Radel; Secretary 
and Treasurer—Edward H. Radel. 

The buying of the local trolley system 
completes the Public Service's through line 
from New York to Philadelphia. The cor- 
poration added very recently to its through 
line by purchasing the line from Camden 
to Trenton, and is now building a road 
from the terminus of the Camden Road at 
Trenton to connect with the end of the 
Trenton fast line at the fair grounds, The 
Public Service closed the deal a short time 
ago for the right of way over the Trenton 
fast line, and, it is understood, will take 
over this road probably within the next 
thirty days. 

The Public Service Corporation has al- 
ready mapped out great plans for the im- 
provement of the local system. It is un- 
derstood that $1,000,000 has been set aside 
for the improvement of the system in Som- 
erset and Middlesex, and also of the lines 
of the Raritan Traction Company, bought 
a few weeks ago. The price paid for the 
Raritan Traction Company property was 
$500,000, and as that system consists of 
only eight miles and is much smaller than 
this one, which has fifty-two miles, it is 
said on good authority that a big propor- 
tion of the $1,000,000 to be spent for im- 
provements will be used on the Middlesex 
and Somerset lines. 

The plans for improvements have not 
been fully outlined, though they will in- 
clude the completion of the double-track 
system from this city to Bound Brook, 
some changes at Riverside Park, and prob- 
ably the relaying of part of the tracks on 
the various lines. The park property is in- 
cluded in the deal. 

The Middlesex and Somerset Traction 
Company was formed -after the Radels 
came here and bought out the old New 
Brunswick City Railway Company. The 
City. Railway Company then owned eight 
and two-thirds miles of tracks in this eity 
and had a capital stock of $100,000, At that 
time its income from passengers, according 
to thé report for the year 1899, was’ $41, 
821.22. Since then the Middlesex and Séni- 
erset Tractiof® Company has built the lines 
ending in Metuchen, Raritan, and South 
Amboy. : 


SAY OLD WOMAN IS A THIEF. 


Detectives Declare They Saw Her Rob a 
Shopper’s Handbag. 


In a white-haired woman, who says she 
is Mrs. Josephine Cole, fifty-three years 
old, but refuses her address, and who was 
arrested last night at Sixth Avenue and 
Twenty-first Street by Detective Sergeants 
Becker and Rein, the police believe that 
they have found the source of numerous 
complaints of robbery recently made by 
women in the shopping district. In all these 
losses the complainants have declared that 
they noticed a white-haired old woman near 
when .they missed their valuables. 

Rein and Becker were watching the home- 
going crowd of shoppers and department 
store employes when, according to their 
story, they saw the woman open a hand- 
bag held by another woman and remove 
from it three dollars in bills. When she 
Was searched at Police Headquarters, they 
say, the money was found upon her. Mrs. 
F. H. Voght of .131 East Fiftieth Street, 
who had lost the cash, went to Headquar- 
ters to make complaint. 


WINS RACE WITH DEATH. 


Daughter of Joseph John Kittel Arrives 
Just Before He Dies. 


Miss M. Kittel, the seventeen-year-old 
daughter of Joseph John Kittel of One 
Hundred and Twenty-second Street and 
Riverside Drive, made a flying trip from 
her school in Europe to the bedside of her 
father, having been summoned by a cable- 
gram announcing his serious illness, and 
arrived there just three hours before his 
death, which occurred yesterday afternoon. 

Mr. Kittel was, until 1888, one of the 
largest dealers in china and glassware in 
the United States, and was popularly known 
to the trade as ‘“‘ The Napoleon of China.” 
He was born in New York fifty-three years 
ago, and when twenty-five years old en- 
gaged in the china and glassware business 
with his father at 26 and 28 Barclay Street. 
He succeeded His father, built up a very 
large trade, and amassed a fortune. He 
formerly was President of the Ninteenth 
Ward Bank, and remained a Director of 
that institution until last June. 

About a week ago he ‘became ill with 
pneumonia. It was seen at the outset that 
his condition was dangerous, and a cable- 
gram was sent for the daughter to come 
home at once. She hurriedly packed her 
trunks and came by fastest train and 
steamship. Arriving here, she was apprised 
of the serious-condition of her father and 
hastened to the home. Three hours after 
her arrival there Mr. Kittel died.

MOVES FIVE TONS OF GOLD. 


Truck Takes Precious’ Lodd from Sub- 
Treasury to Clearing House. 


Five tons of gold coin were moved in a 
truck from the United States Sub-Treasury 
to the New York Clearing Housé yesterday 
morning. The gold was to pay the debit 
balance of $2,734,394 that was against the 
Government and in favor of the banks to- 
day. This amount of money, when paid in 
gold, weighs 10,000 pounds. 

The Sub-Treasury has been ‘paying its 
debit balances in gold for some time, on ac- 
count of an old law which forbids the issu- 
ance of gold certificates when the gold in 
the Sub-Treasury is below $100,000,000. 

The gold is in the vaults of the Clearing 
House. Certificates were issued by the 
Clearing House to the banks to which the 
gold was due. 


NOT THE BARON’S DAUGHTER. 


Chicago Court Denies Mrs. Murphy’s 
' Claim to Von Glahn’s Name. 


CHICAGO, March 16.—The petition of 
Mrs. Annie Murphy to be declared the law- 
ful daughter of the late Baron von Glahn 
was denied to-day by Judge Orrin H. Car- 
ter. Mrs. Murphy was contending for a 
reduction of inheritance tax, she having 
been bequeathed $10,000 by the Baron. 

The case hinged on the question whether 
the church records in New York City had 
been altered to show a marriage had been 
solemnized between Baron von Glahn and 
the mother of Mrs. Murphy. The court's 
decision upholds the validity of a later mar- 
riage contracted in Chicago by the Baron. 


Mrs. Anna Murphy, whose home is in this 
city, declared that she was the legal daugh- 
ter of Baron August von Glahn and Mrs. 
Martha McCabe, and that her father, while 
still married, went to Chicago and married 
again. The Baron died over a quarter of a 
cehtury ago, leaving a fortune of $300,000 
in real estate. During the trial, which 
begin in Chicago in December, evidence 
was produced tending to show that a 
forgery was committed in the entry in the 
records of St. Andrew’s Roman Catholic 
Church, in this city, of the marriage of 
Baron von Glahn and Mrs. McCabe. The 
entry was made under the date of May 23, 
1850.

JAMES J. HILL WANTS 
CLEVELAND NOMINATED 


Thinks the ex-President Would 
Carry the Country. 


| DEMOCRATS’ STRONGEST MOVE

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The People, He Says, Would Know What | 
to Expect of Him—More Than 
Could Be Said of Others. 


James J. Hill, President of the Northern 
Securities Company and of the Great 
Northern Railroad, yesterday expressed 
himself as favoring the nomination and 
election of Grover Cleveland as candidate 
of the Democratic Party for the office of 
President of the United States. It has been j 
known for some time to the friends of 
President Hill that he believed the renomi- 
nation of Mr. Cleveland would mark the re 
establishment of the Democratic Party in 
the White House. It was not, however, un- 


til yesterday that he consented to express | 


himself to this effect in public print. 
A reporter for THE NEWWYORK. TIMES 
caught Mr. Hill ‘on the fly’’ just as. he 


was about to enter the elevator on his way 
home from his office, where he had spent 
a busy day ineconference with the counsel 
of the Northern Securities Company and 
with others interested in the future of that 
concern, 


“Mr. Hill,”’ said the reporter, ‘“‘ your 


friends say that you are in favor of the; 


nomination of Mr, Cleveland for the Presi- 
dency. Do you care to make any state- 
ment of your views?”’ 

At first Mr. Hill protested. 

‘IT am not a politician,’’ he said. ‘‘I am 
just a plain business man, and my views, I 
think, would not have much influence on 
the leaders of the Democratic Party.” But 
when he was urged on the ground that his 
name might have influence with the senti- 
ment of the people, he consented to give his 
opinion.

Admiral Togo 
at once sent Rear Admiral Uriu with the 
Fourth Squadron as a convoy for the 
transports, and with the other three 
Squadrons he sailed for Port Arthur. 

The possibility of the Russian fleet 
emerging from ‘Port Arthur and attack- 
ing the transports was an absorbing 
anxiety to Admiral Togo, but it was nec- 
essary to take the risk. 

As the sun was setting in’a sky of rain 
and storm on Feb. 8 Admiral Togo found 
himself within sixty miles of Port Ar- 
thur. The eighteen destroyers then re- 
ceived the order: 

“Go and sink the enemy’s squadron. 
Success to you all.” 

The destroyers steamed in single col- 
umn at a speed of 22 knots. Presently 
twe squadrons of eight destroyers bore 
northward toward’ Talien-Wan, where 
two Russian ships were supposed to be 
lying.

Bad Mistake Nearly Made.

‘‘Russia sent a reply, and before re- 
ceiving it the Japanese broke off diplo- 
matic relations. 

“The war will have an excellent re- 
sult for us. Thanks to the large immi- 
gration of soldiers and officials, it will 
render Eastern Siberia more Russian 
than it was before; it will draw the re- 
gion closer to Russia and tend toward its 
amalgamation with Russia. 

“The war will be a long one. There 
must now be 200,000 to 250,000 men out 
there, but probably operations will only 
begin after another 200,000 have arrived, 
and there will be fiothing decisive within 
three or four months. Eastern Siberia by 
that time will have become completely 
Russian.

Shan, where the Japanese army concluded 
its advance in the war between China and 
Japan, 

Reliable reports from the main Man- 
churian cities show a quiet movement along 
Such cities as Mukden, which 
are off the main line, are undisturbed. 
The people here are not in possession of 
definite news of outside events. 

The chief movement on the Feng-Wang- 
Cheng military road is the dispatch of 
riders to and from the Russian advance 
forces. 

A credible native arrived here to-day 
bri: ging a report as late as March 12 from 
Feng-Wang-Cheng to the effect that the 
main body of the concentrated forces had 
crossed the Yalu, leaving small bodies of 
troops at An-tung and other points to guard 
the river. 

A fortnight ago a few spies visited An- 
tung, but since then no Japanese have been 
seen west of the Yalu. 


SEOUL, March 16.—The Japanese have 
ascertained definitely that a strong force 
of Russiam field artillery is on the north 
bank of the Yalu and that earthworks have 
been thrown up. 

Advices from Chen-Ju, a town northwest 
of An-ju, say that the people are in a state 
of panic, owing to the treatment of women 
and the seizing of grain by the Russians. 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 16.—The talk 
of “ pyroxiline’’ (poisoned) swords having 
been left behind by the fleeing Japanese is 
based on the mistranslation of a Russian 
technical term.

ST. PETERSBURG, March 16.—Capt.

Service, has been summarily court-mar- 
tialed ‘and shot for acting as a spy in the 
pay of the Japanese. 

When arrested on suspicion of espionage 
documents found in Ivkoff's possession left 
no doubt of the truth of the charges that 
he had long been revealing military secrets 
to the Japanese. 

The tragic story became public through 
a simple announcement in the army organ 
this morning that Ivkoff had been excluded 
from the service. 


CHINA BUYING ARMS. 


Ordering Immense Quantities from Eu- 
ropean Manufacturers. 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—B. H. War- 
ner, Jr.,, Consul at Leipzig, writes to the 
State Department that an Austrian com- 
pany has just received an order for so large 
a number of small arms for the Chinese 
Government that it will take the company 
several years to fill the order, even with 
additional men to whom it has given em- 
ployment. 

This is only one of many reports that 
have come to the State Department within 
the past six menths to the effect that both 
in Germany and Austria the arms makers 
have been busy supplying the Chinese with 
modern arms and ammunition.

for war expenses, including £4,000,000

‘increased taxes, and the rémainder from 
surplus revenue. 

As a final result the debt of the coun- 
try will be increased by £46,000,000, and 
£7,000,000 will be available for the yearly 
service.

TOKIO, March 16.—The Cabinet, after a 
conference with the Elder Statesmen and 
other political leaders, has decided to sub- 
mit proposals for the extension of the 
tobacco monopoly, 80 as to include manu- 
factured tobacco and the creation of a salt 
monopoly to a special diet convening on 
Friday next. 

The plan will involve a heavy outlay for 
the purchase of private tobacco manufac- 
turing concerns and the salt interests, but 
the advisers of the Government regard the 
expenditure at this time as wise. 

The Cabinet has decided also to suggest 
increases in the land, income, business, 
wine, soy, sugar, stock exchange, mining, 
customs duty, and stamp taxes, and in addi-« 
tion the creation of new taxes upon silk 
Piece goods, kerosene, and woolens, an esti- 
mated total amounting to 68,000,000 yen, 
(about $34,000,000.) 

The war expenses from the commence- 
ment of hostilities to the end of March 
are estimated at 156,000,000 yen. Of this 
only 50,000,009 yen has actually been dis- 
bursed, including the payment for the 
cruisers Nisshin and Kasuga. 

The expenditure on account of the war 
from April next to December, inclusive, is 
estimated at 380,000,000 yen, Bésides a special 
war reserve of 40,000,000 yen. The Govern- 
ment plans to .meet these expenditures by 
the issuance of 280,000,000 yen in Exchequer 
bonds, 68,000,000 yen in war taxes, 7,000,000 
yen balance on ordinary annual receipts, 
and 25,000,000 yen from the special fund. 

United States Minister Griscom called on 
Foreign Minister Komura to-day and re- 
newed his representations concerning Amer- 
ican interests affected by the proposal of 
the Government to extend the tobacco 
moncpoly so as to include manufactured 
tobacco. 

The United States Minister urged the fair 
treatment of American interests and ade- 
quate compensation in the event of a 
monopoly being créated. It is understood 
that Baron Komura gave him satisfactory 
assurances. \ 

American capital is heavily invested in 
tobacco manufacturing in Japan, and the 
creation of a monopoly would mean the 
éarly and complete exclusion of American 
tobacco interests. 


THE CZAR ACCUSES JAPAN. 


Says She Infringed International Law— 
He Inspects New Battleships. 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 16.—The Em- 
peror this morning, receiving the Gérman 
Aitachés, Lanenstein and Tettau, who are 
to leave for the front on, Friday, said, 
among other things: 

“All Europe now. realizes that ‘ Russia 
tried to avoid war and to obtain a peace- 
ful settlement. But Japan forced the war, 
infringing all international law. 

‘Gentlemen, you will be able in the Far 
East to see how Russia observes humane 
And correct conduct, d ry War.” . 
“The Emperor and the nd Puke Mi- 
chael visited Galernii Island this afternoon 
and inspected the battleships Borodino, 
Orel, and Andrew. 

Capt. Seberiannikoff received the royal 
visitors on the Borodino, which the Em- 
peror inspected, minutely examining the 
arrangement of her guns*and torpedo tubes 
and manifesting special interest in the 
stoutness of her armor,

MISSIONARIES REFUSE TO GO. 


Americans at Ping-yang Insist on Stay- 
ing at Their Posts. 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—United States 
Minister Allen has cabled the State De- 
partment from Sul, under to-day’s date, 
that the Cincinnati arrived yesterday at 
Che-mul-pho, with twenty-three Americans 
from Chi-nam-pho. . 

The Minister announces that the mission- 
aries in the neighborhood of Ping-yang re- 
fused to send their women and children 
abvard the Cincinnati. 

The attitude of the missionaries is one 
familiar to the State Department in con- 
nection with Oriental troubles. It has used 
every effort by counsel and advice, und by 
extending the use of naval vessels, to in- 
duce these zealous people temporarily to 
repair to some place of safety, but often, 
as in this case, in vain. 

The department has made it clear to the 
missionary societies in this country that 
in case of actual war it cannot undertake 
to employ the United States Army and 
Navy in expeditions into the interior of a 
country which is the scene of war. If the 
missionaries remain after a proper warn- 
ing, the United States Government cannot 
remove them, and they must’ take their 
chances with other civilians. 

Commander Magon of the Cincinnati noti- 
fied the Navy Department to-day that he 
had taken the twenty-three American ref- 
ugees to Che-Foo. 


GUNBOAT TO QUIT NIU-CHWANG. 


Report. That the British Vessel There 
Is to Leave Confitmed. 


LONDON, March 16.—In the House of 
Commons this afternoon Harl Percy, Under 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs, confirmed 
the statements that the British station 
gunboat Espiégle will be withdrawn from 
Niu-Chwang immediately after the river is 
opened, a8 the vessel would be in consider. 
able danger in the event of hostilities, 
while her presence there would afford no 
effective protection for either life or prop- 
erty. 

The Secretary went on to say that the 
United States and British Consuls had re- 
quested that the women and children leave 
Niu-Chwang, and doubtless they would 
give similar advice to all American citi- 
zens and British subjects if circumstances 
rendered it advisable.

AMENDS CHILD LABOR BILL. 
New Jersey Senate Reduces Age Limit 
to, Fourteen Years. 


TRENTON, N. J., March 16.—The Senate 
to-day passed an amendment to the Child 
Labor bill reducing the age limit from six- 
teen’ years to fourteen years. Senator Fer- 
rell of Gloucester, who was in his early 
days a glassblower, made a speech saying 
that the amendment was essential to the 
slassblowing industry of South Jersey. 

In the House this afternoon Mr. Hillery 
and other members opposed the bill intend- 
ed to prevent the pollution of streams, 
water from which was used for drinking 
purposes. Mr. Hillery contended that the 
present laws covered the subject and that 
to-day’s bill was too drastic, as it would in- 
clude as offenders those whose land drained 
Into the streams. The bill was defeated, 11 
to 30. 

The House passed the bill prohibiting the 
use of steam launches in the gathering of 
oysters. Also the bill enlarging the list of 
securities ‘in which insurance companies 
may invest. 

Gov. Murphy sent to the two houses a spe- 
cial message recommending that the At- 
torney General's’ powers be enlarged. He 
called attention to the fact’ that many 
State Departments employ special counsel. 
He insisted-that all legal work of the State 
should be under the supervision of the At- 
torney General, and that his office should 
have sufficient force to handle the legal 
work of all the departments. The Gover- 
nor’s recommendations, if carried out, would 
mean the establishment of a law depart- 
ment. 


INSURANCE CONCERN MAY QuIT. 


Baltimore Fire the Cause—Lafayette’s 
Reinsurance Is Reported. 


It was reported last night that at the 
meeting of the Board of Directors of the 
Lafayette Fire Insurance Company of New 
York im the afternoon, at the- offices of 
the company, 45-49 William Street, it was 
decided to reinsure all the concern’s risks 
in the National Fire Insurance Company of 
Hartford, Conn. The contract was exe 
cuted, it was said, later by the officers of 
the two companies and would t ake effect 
to-day at noon. 

On Jan. 1 of this*year the surplus of the 
Lafayette Fire Insurance Company was 
$68,786, but the company lost $59,444 in the 
big Baltimore fire. The Lafayette Com- 
pany is declared to be perféctly solvent, but 
on account of its severe Baltimore loss is 
taking steps to protect its policyholders. 

President Adams admitted yesterday that 
his company had named a committee to 
consult with the officials of other com- 
panies with a view to transferring its risks, 


but would not affirm or deny the report 
that it had made an arrangement with the 
Hartford concern.

Commissioner Goes Across Bridge 
and Jars the Inspectors. 


MORE TALK OF McAVOY GOING 


Police Headquarters Rumors Have It 
That the First Deputy Will Be Out ° 
in the Near Future. 


Commissioner McAdoo made a trip to the 
Brooklyn Police: Headquarters yesterday 
afternoon and delivered a half-hour busi- 
ness talk to all the Inspectors of that bor- 
ough which apparently made them feel 
rather uncomfortable. It was closed with 
an injunction to each to give the screws of 
“‘ the lid’ an additional tufn or two in the 
right direction. 

One of the first things Commissioner Mc- 
Adoo did upon reaching Police Headquar- 
ters yesterday morning was to have a talk 
with Senior Inspector McLaughlin of 
Brooklyn. In the course of that conversa- 
tion the arrangements were made for the 
visit. 

The Commissioner arrived at the borough 
Headquarters promptly at 3:15 o'clock. 
The Inspectors, with the exception of In- 
spector Kane, who is in charge of the Bor- 
ough of Queens, and who could not be 
reached by the message, were all in wait- 
ing. Those in attendance besides Inspector 
McLaughlin were Inspectors Baldwin, Dru- 
han, Wiegand, and*Murphy. 

The Commissioner’s talk was delivered 
behind closed doors. As the Inspectors 
came filing out of McLaughlin’s office they 
looked flushed and uncomfortable. Mc- 
Laughlin himself was the only one who 
seemed serene. 

“It was just a little family talk to the 
Inspectors regarding police matters in this 
borough, that is all,” said the: Commis- 
sioner in explanation of his visit. ‘‘I told 
them thai I expected to have the best pos- 
sible kind of police government in Brooklyn, 
and that I expected each and every one of 
them to do his fN: duty and leave nothing 
undone to enforce all the laws.”’ 

“Have you been satisfied with the way 
in which things have been running. in 
Brooklyn? ’”’ 

“Well, as to that I do not know that I 
can say anything.”’ 

“What about the ‘lid,’ 
Is it on tight in Brooklyn?” 

“Well, I guess there are a couple ‘of 
screws in it now that will hold,” said the 
Commissioner with a smile. 

It is known that Mr. McAdoo told the 
Brooklyn Inspectors that they had not tried 
to do their duty in a way to please him, 
and that they would have to do better in 
the future. 

Before delivering his talk to’ the Inspec- 
tors, Commissioner McAdoo was closeted 
for a quarter of an hour with Capt, Pin- 
kerton of the Brooklyn Detective Bureau. 
The Commissioner made an inspection of 
the bureau, but would not discuss what he 
had learned. 

Mr. McAdoo said he had not as yet con- 
sidered any successor to Deputy Police 
Commissioner Haggerty: Earlier in’ the 
day he denied the rumor which had men- 
tioned Charles M. Stafford, a Brooklyn 
lawyer and ex-United States Marshal, as 
slated for the place. 

There was the usual report about Police 
Headquarters yesterday that First Deputy 
Commissio McAvoy was going, making 
a clean sweep of all the Deputies that as- 
sumed office with Commissioner McAdoo. 
‘The latter reiterated his former denials that 
he had received any intimation from Mr. 
McAvoy that he intended to resign or that 
the Commissioner contemplated asking him 
to get out. But from a credible source, 
however, came information to the effect 
that the First Deputy certainly will go as 
soon as the vacancies already existing have 
been filled, if not before.

LIGHTING BIDS NO- LOWER. 


Gas Company Alone Makes Concession 
to City, That a Small One. 


That the illuminating companies of this 
city have made no material reduction. in 
the rates to the city for street lighting, de- 
spite their apparent willingness “o effect a 
reduction when seeking to have Mayor Mc- 
Cleilan call off his fight on them, was 
shown yesterday when Commissioner Oak- 
ley of the Department of Water Supply, 
Gas, and Electricity opened the bids for 
the current year’s contract. 

The New York Edison Company makes 
no reduction whatever in its rates, still 
asking $146 a year for each of the ordin&ry 


arc lights in Manhattan. For lights of 
other: strength and duration of use, which 
are less used, the prices range from $22.30 
to $182.50 per year. The United Electric 
Light and Power Company and the Brush 
Plectric Iiluminating Company put in sim- 
ilar bids for Manhattan. or the other bor- 
oughs the electric prices are also main- 
tained at the old figures. 

For gas lighting the Consolidated Gas 
Company, which controls the _ situation, 
makes a slight cut of 25 cents per year for 
each gas street lamp—from $17.50 to $17.25. 
The prices quoted for the other boroughs 
are also practically unchanged from former 
years. 

Corporation Counsel Delany will be asked 
to find out what relief the city can obtain 
before any further steps are taken.

AGAINST BOYS’ CLUBS BILL. 


Board of Education Committee Against 
the Marshall Measure. 


The Executive Committee of the Board of 
Sducation at its regular March meeting 
yesterday passed a resolution opposing the 
Marshall bill which is now before the Legis- 
lature. In offering the resolution Chair- 
man Harrison of the Committee on By- 
laws and Legislation said: 

“This bill has already passed the Senate 
and it is time some action be taken to op- 
pose it. By providing $20,000 a year for 
each borough in order that boys’ municipal 
clubs might be established, it is manifestly 
antagonistic to the Department of Educa- 
tion. This department maintains boys’ clubs 
at its recreation centres, and these have 
turned out to be a great success. The 
money that would be appropriated under 
this bill would simply be taken from this 
department.” 

The Committee on Buildings has discov- 
ered that in order to build the proposed 
temporary one-story school’ structures 
under the Manhattan terminal of the Will- 
iamsburg Bridge, the sidewalks and part of 


the street on the south side, between Ridge 
and Garrick Streets, must be used. If that 
be permitted six structures may be erected. 
Other contracts prevent the erection of 
more. 

The Mayor will be requested to aid the 
board in obtaining the removal of the cor- 
poration yard from its present situation to 
one less valuable. In case this is done, sites 
for ten more temporary structures will be 
obtained. 


YOUNG TORONTO MAN SUICIDE, 


Passer-by Stumbled Over His Body .on a 
Bronx Street Corner. 


While Howard Wilson of One Hundred 
and Ninety-sixth Street and Webster Ave- 
nue was passing the 
Avenue and One Hundred and Ninety- 
second Street last night he stumbled over 
the body of a man. It was verf dark 
there, and Wilson did not recover from the 
shock for a few moments. Then he sum- 
moned Dr. 8. C. Bradley of One Hundred 
and Ninety-sixth Street and Marion Ave- 
nue, who examined the body and then 
said life was extinct. 

Coroner Berry was summoned by a tele- 
phone, and search was made for the iden- 
tity of the man, who appeared to have 
died instantly by shooting himself in the 
head. 

Frank Dudley of 310 West One Hundred 
and Seventeenth Street was found, who 
said that the dead man was D. J. Nealon, 
an expert accountant, living with him. Dud- 
ley said that Nealon and he came from 
Toronto, where they lived at 102 Dutchess 
Street, to this city two months ago, and 


had roomed together since then at 310 
West One Hundred and Seventeenth Street. 
He declared that he knew no reason why 
his friend should have committed suicide, 
as he had money in his trunk and no cause 
for anxiety.

Commissioner McAdoo received a tip a 
few days ago from a business man that a 
poolroom was being operated in a building 
in Mercer Street just off Houston Street. 
The Commissioner called in Borough In- 
spector Brooks, and ordered him to get 
evidence against the place. He told Brooks 
that he might have the aid of Inspector 
Titus, but gave instructions that Capt. 
Tighe of the Mercer Street Station was to 
keep his hands off the case; that Tighe’s 
men were ‘too well known.” 

Inspector Brooks detailed ‘‘ Big John” 
Magner, the old six-foot-four Broadway 
policeman, who has had an easy berth at 
Headquarters since he had his foot hurt 
a@ year ago; “ Little Charlie’”” Brewer, who 
winds the clocks in the Headquarters build- 
ings and does other chores; “ Bill’’ Sulli- 
van, and “Charlie” Sheldon, who look 
after lost babies and children in the Infor- 
mation Bureau; Sergeant Werkle, 
works in the photograph gallery, and 
“Cop” Barnes, who spends a good deal 
of time polishing brass railings and the 
Inspectors’ badges. 

With this force, augmented by Detective 
Sergt. Collins of Inspector Titus’s staff, 
whose duty it is to see that none of the 
valuables go astray at fashionable func- 
tions, Inspector Brooks started out to get 
evidence against the ‘‘Noon-Day Social 
Club,”’ which had rooms on the second floor 
of the five-story business building just 
south of Houston Street, in Mercer Street. 

In spite of the make-up of this array of 
sleuths, they say they got the evidence; at 
least they raided the club late yesterday, 
found 300 men in the rooms, and arrested 
five of them. 

Inspector Brooks and Titus led the raid, 
while the men behind had some small 
sledges. Down at the street door “ Big 
John ’’ Magner found Rudolph Cohen, who 
says his home is in ‘‘ New York,” and is 
about five feét tall. Magner picked him 
up and took him along up stairs. He says 
Cohen is the picket. 

At the door on the second floor the men 
tried to pound open a heavy door, but it 
would not yield, so they cut out two thin 
panels at one side and crawled through 
into the club rooms. The four other men 
they wanted were arrested and the crowd 
was released. There was a stampede down 
the two flights of stairs. 

The prisoners said they were Edward 
Solomon of 22 Second Street, Joseph Rice 
of 39 East Third Street, Paul Blackstone, 
who says he lives at the Lafayette Baths, 
and Cohen. All except Cohen had about 
$200 each when arrested, and were taken 
to the station house and locked up. 

Capt. Tighe knew the raid was to be 
made last evening; but was not present. 
His men on patrol near by did not know, 
and were much concerned when the patrol 
wagon backed up in the course of the raid.

BOYS’ FAILURES KILL FATHER. 


Veteran Virginia Banker Dies After 
Learning ef Sons’ Assignment.

RICHMOND, Va., March 16.—John W. 
Lockwood, an ante-bellum banker in Orange 
County, died last night. Saturday the two 
banks of his sons in Orange went into 
liquidation. To the failure of the boys, of 
whom he was exceedingly proud, is attrib- 
uted the death of the father. 

In 1861 Mr. Lockwood was discount clerk 
of the Bank of the Old Dominion at Alex- 
andria. He shipped the bank’s gold to the 
South as the Federal troops approached. 
After the war the coin was removed from 
its hiding place and enabled the bank to 
pay depositors, redeem its circulation, and 
pay a dividend to stockholders—a record 
made by no other Southern bank, most 
of which surrendered their gold for Con- 
federate securities, which were worthless 


when the war ended.

ROCK ISLAND PROTESTS 
AGAINST BANKING BILL 


Declares That Measure Discrim- 
inates Against Its Bond Issue. 


WOULD PREVENT INVESTMENT | 


Savings Banks Association Says the Bill | 


Merely Confines Banks to Safe 
and Secure Operations. 


ALBANY, March 16.—Counsel for the 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific Railroad 
appeared before the Joint Committee on 
Banks of the Senate and Assembly to-day 


and vigorously protested against what they | 


termed a proposal on the part of the Legis- 
lature t» discriminate against that railroad 
and to reflect upon the value of its bonds 
for purposes of investment.

A. B. Boardman, who also appeared for 
the Rock Island, said that the amendment 
to the law would not serve any good pur- 
pose, but on the contrary would brand the 
bond issue and prevent outside purchasers 
from investing. Mr. Boardman said his 
company did not object to general legisla- 
tion, and would acquiesce in a measure 
that would prohibit investment in such 
bonds to be issued by any of the companies 
mentioned in the law, so that the Rock 
Island Company should not be singled out. 

The principal argument in favor of the 
bill was presented by John Harsen Rhoades, 
representing the State Savings Banks Asso- 
ciation. Mr. Rhoades said: 

“‘A bond issued by a railroad company 
to pay for the stock of other railroads, or 
a bond issued for equipment, is not regard- 
ed in the financial world as ranking as a 


railroad bond of the first class. From the 
circular issued by the company in connec- 
tion with the new issue it is evident that in 
respect to this entire issue of bonds a large 
proportion of the same are really and prac- 
tically equipment bonds, or bonds issued 
to pay for the stocks and bonds of railroads 
purchased. 

“The members of this association are of 
the opinion that the bonds under the pro- 
posed issue are in no sense a bond suitabie 
tor the investment of the savings of the 
working people, and therefore they come to 
the Legislature requesting, not an exten- 
sion in the line of investment securities, 
but a contraction, and this contraction not 
one of a character to injure the railroad so 
restricted, but simply to confine the banks 
to such bonds of that railroad as in their 
Judgment are a perfectly safe and secure 
investments for their funds.”’

Dorr was convicted a few weeks ago in 
the Spécial Sessions in Brooklyn of assault- 
ing his wife, and let off with a suspension 
of sentence. Mrs. Dorr then brought the 
action for a separation, and the matter 
came up before Justice Dickey yesterday. 
Both sides were “ready,” but Justice 
Dickey was not. 

“IT cannot try this case, gentlemen,” he 
said, lifting four letters frém his desk, 
‘for the reason that four of the defendant's 
friends have seen fit to write me letters in 
which they tell me how good he is and how 
bad his wife is. This has so strongly influ- 
enced me that I would like to send him to 
jail. Some of these men are clergymen, 
too. To try to bias a Judge against one 
of the parties in proceedings before him is

VALUED AT $40,000 


Broker Peter. Forrester Accused 
by Woman Relative. 


LOCKED UP IN THE TOMBS 


Defendant Says Missing Estate Was In- 
vested in Mining Stock and 
Will Be Realized. 


Peter Forrester, a broker, fifty-five years 
old, residing at 11 East One Hundred and 
Twenty-eig Street, was arraigned be- 
fore Judge Foster, in General Sessions, yes- 
terGay, on three indictments, charging him 
with the larceny of the estate of Lucinda 
Dougherty, amounting to $40,000. Forrester 
Was an executor of the estate.

DARLINGION’S BUILDER 
SURRENDERS-T0 CORONER 


Schwandtner Gives Himself Up and 
ls Paroled During the Inquest. 


FIRM’S ENGINEER TESTIFIES 


Says as Work Progressed He Called At- 
tention to Weakness Resulting from 
Following the Plans Furnished. 


Paul Schwandtner, builder of. the Darling- 
ton Hotel in West Forty-sixth Street, which 
collapsed recently, and who has been sought 
ever since the disaster by Coroner Scholer, 
appeared at the continued inguest in the 
West Side Court yesterday and was sur- 
rendered by Ignatius Weltner, his counsel. 

Coroner Scholer did not place Schwandt- 
ner under arrest, but obtained his promise 
that he would be present at the coming ses- 
sions. Mr. Weltner testified on Tuesday 
that he had no idea of the whereabouts of 
his client, and advanced the theory that he 
might be ill from nervous trouble as a re- 
Bult of the fall of the building and the 
attendant loss of twenty-one lives. 

Guy B. Wait2, for years an engineer for 
the Building’ Department, was. the first 
witness, and contradicted the testimony of 
Secretary Eugene C. Allison of the Allison 
Reality Company on the day before in sev- 
eral essential particulars. Mr. Waite, for 
instance, denied that he had approached 
Mr. Allison with any proposition to reduce 
the amount of steel to enter the Darling- 
ton’s frame from that provided for in the 
plans of Neville & Bagge,‘architects, which 
were accepted by the Bufféding Department. 
The evidence thus far has been that Pole & 
Schwandtner abandoned these plans and: 
went ahead with plans of their own, which 
never had any official sanction. 

“ Allison said,’’ testified Mr. Waite, ‘‘ that 
he had received a letter from the Roebling 
Construction Company saying that if the 
Allison Company would use the Roebling 
eystem of fireproofing ‘they could save 
them a lot on their floor beams. 

“It was against my own jnterests to alter 
the ccnstruction, but I wags up against the 
Roeblings, so I planned fldor beams a little 
heavier and respaced them further anart, 
leaving the columns and girders-as they 
were,”’ 

Mr. Waite said his plans were simply 
sketches and that he had never done any 
actual work on the Darlington, the contract 
having been canceled. The Allisons, he 
said, kept the sketches, and wanted him to 
pay a part of $2,000 for time lost and for 
extra steel and iron fori.which Pole’ & 
Schwardtner demanded payment because of 
the fatiure of his contemplated economies 
to receive the favor of the Building Depart- 
ment. 

Julius C. Tomiek, engineer for Pole & 
Schwardtner, testified in German, Coroner 
Scho:er interpreting for the benefit of As- 
sistant District Attorney Train, who con- 
ducied the examination, and for the jury. 
Tomick said he had been specially engaged 
to draw plans for the Darlington in Septem- 
ber last, his pay being $23 a week. He 
testified that Schwandtner had given him 
the Waite sketches for elaboration, but did 
not tel! him who had drawn them, save 
that they were by a man formerly in the 

3uilcing Department. Tomiek said that he 
was told that the plans had passed; but, as 
he went ahead, called attention to their 


weakres* and, with authority, had added 
about 100 beams on all the floors. He never 
knew, he said, that the/plans had not been 
passed unti! told in the District Attorney's 
office after the collapse. . 

Buildmg Inspector ‘Charles French, who 
inspected the iron and steel work of the 
Darlington, said nearly fifty buildings were 
under construction in his district, and he 
was able to give only an hour or less a 
week to each in brief visits. He told of re- 
peated violations placed upon the Darling- 
ton, the upper stories of which he had 
found two or three inches out of plumb 
about a fortnight before the crash, and 
ordered them straightened. He said he had 
never heard of the building having swung 
eighteen inches out of place 
pulled back by cables, until he read it in 
the newspapers afterward. 

“If it had gone out eighteen in@hes, what 
would have been the effect upon the bolts 
and flanges when it was pulled back?” 
asked Mr. Train. 

“It would have snapped them off,”’ said 
the witness. 

Inspector French said he had examined 
the Neville & Bagge plans at the depart- 
ment, and thought the building was going 
up in accordance with them when he ob- 
ser’ d that the columns and girders were 
as specified. He had beengat the Darling- 
ton at 5:15 o'clock on March 1, the day 
before it fell, but had not noticed whether, 
as Me. Allison had testified, an enormous 
quantity of structural iron had been hoisted 
to the top floor and heaped about the foot 
of the derrick. He had observed; however, 
that the columns for the eleventh story had 
been set up without tie beams. 

Inspector John E. Peek, who looked after 
the masonry of the Darlington, testified 
that the building stood on rock in front and 
wet, loamy clay behind, but which afforded 
a sound foundation for the larger footing 
which he directed be planted there. 

The inquest continues to-day and to-mor- 
row at 3 o'clock in the afternoon. 


DIDN’T HAVE HOLE WITH HIM. 


Accused Contractor Had Only the Bolt 
Which He Said Fitted. 


Herman Oppenheim of 1,917 Madison Av- 
enue and Rudolph Tolsky of 77 Essex 
Street, an iron contractor, were arraigned 
in the Harlem Court yesterday on com- 
piaint of the Building Department, an In- 
spector of which charged that alterations 
to two five-story flathouses at 6 and 8 
West One Hundred and Sixteenth Street, 
owned by Mr. Oppenheim were being made 
in opposition to the provisions of Section 
127 of the tenement house law, and Section 


122 of the Building code. 

The building is being’ altered to comply 
with the tenement house law, which pro- 
vides that iron beams and columns shall 
replace wooden ones. The Building De- 
partment Inspectors assert that the girders 
used are too small for the columns, and 
that five-eighth-inch bolts are being used 
in three-quarter-inch holes. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel John P. 
O’Brien, for the prosecution, stated that 
the contractor and owner had paid no at- 
tention to notices that had been served on 
them to make necessary changes. Mag- 
istrate Flammer accordingly ordered com- 
plaints drawn. 

When Mr. Oppenheim, the owner of the 
buildings, was examined he said that he 
had been ill and had left the work in the 
hands of the contractor. 

Mr. Tolsky declared that he was comply- 
ing with the law, and to prove that the 
bolts were of the proper size he exhibited 
one of them. 

“This bolt fits the hole perfectly,’’ he 
said to the Magistrate.

CROSSTOWN ROAD LEASED. 


Metropolitan Interests Have Too Many 
Proxies fer Minority Protests. 


The stockholders of the Metropolitan 
Street Railway Company held a_ special 
meeting in the Cable Building at noon yes- 
terday and authorized the lease’ by the 
company of the Central Crosstown Rail- 
road. The Central Crosstown Railroad 
Company consists of the Eighth Street and 
Fourteenth Street ‘crosstown lines. The 
two lines have been controlled by the Met- 
ropolitan for twelve years, and the lease is 
for 999 years. The Metropolitan guarantees 
15 per cent. on the stock of $600,000. 

Some opposition to the lease developed 
during the meeting. Thomas Hitchcock 
thought the Metropolitan Street Railway 
could not, under the Interurban lease, con- 
tract new obligations in the way of guar- 
anteeing the securities of other companies. 

Arother stockholder wanted to know who 
were the minority interests in. Crosstown 
stock, and especially whether these included 
any large stockholders in Metropolitan 
Street Railway. The list of Crosstown 


stockholders was produced for his inspec- 
tion, and reassured him, as-it showed that 
the minority holdings were all in small lots 
running as low as a single share, and that 
they embraced no notable names. 

Other stockholders made similar objec- 
tions, but the management had sufficient 
proxies to win easily. President Vreeland 
Was not present, nor was any other man 
prominent in Metropolitan Street Railway 
affairs in attendance. 


FOR EMPLOYES’ WELFARE. 


“ Social Secretariee " Consider a Branch 
of Civic Federation Work. 


A conference was held yesterday in the 
Waldorf-Astoria of ‘‘social secretaries "’ and 
others who are interested in the “ welfare 
work” of the National Civic Federation. A 
‘* social secretary "’ is a person employed to 
look after ‘“ welfare work” in large busi- 
ness establishments, such work including 
anything whatsoever provided or done by 
the concern for the purpose of improving 
the condition of its employes. 

The meeting yesterday was the first of 
the kird that has been held in this country, 
and there were only about a dozen persons 
present who are engaged solely as social 
secretaries. Fully fifty large concerns were 
represented, however, and several employ- 
ers appeared themeelves, while others sent 
Superintendents or other subordinates. 

H. #. Vreeland, Chairman of the Welfare 
Department, presided, with Miss Gertrude 
Beeks as Secretary. The whole business of 
the meeting was simply to exchange ex- 
pericnces and suggestions—to tell how not 
to do as well as how to do things. This ex- 
change, however, proved so interesting that 
the conference, which, it had been expect- 
ed, woula adjourn early in the afternoon, 
continued until 7 o'clock in the evening. 

Mr. Vreeland made an address on the 
general scope and method of welfare work: 
The point which he emphasized as being all- 
important was that the head of the concern 
should himself personally supervise the 
welfare work and keep personaily in touch | 
with his employes as far as possible. i

Secretary of State Dickinson Thinks Too 
Many Democrats Get Jobs. 


Col. Samuel D. Dickinson, Secretary of 
State of New Jersey and manager o¥ the 
Republican organization in his home coun- 
ty of Hudson, is prepafing to take novel 
revenge upon the municipalities that have 
not made room in their city halls for his 
party followers.

STAMP FORGER SOUGHT 


Local Authorities Want Walle, Ar- 
rested in Boston. 


REGARDED A DANGEROUS MAN 


Dealers Throughout the Country Con- 
fess Their Inability to Detect 
His Counterfeits. 


Papers were drawn yesterday by Assist- 
ant United States District Attorney Hough- 
ton asking for the extradition from Boston 
to this city of R.~P. H. Wolle, arrested in 
the New England city a few days ago 
“charged -with selling counterfeit United 
States stamps. 

According’! to stamp collectors, experts, 
and Secret Service operators, Wolle is a 
‘most dangerous individual, and stamp deal- 
ers throughout the country confess they 
are unable to protect themselves from his 
clever counterfeits. The spurious stamps 
alleged to have been made by Wolle are 
imitetions of rare Federal issues. 

Wolle is alleged to have gone to a Boston 
Stamp dealer on Saturday last and offered 
him some very rare stamps for $160. The 
dealer promptiy purchased them. Had 
they been genuine the stamps would have 
had a market value of about $1,500. In 
some way the New England Stamp Com- 
pany heard of the transaction, and also 
that ‘the stamps had been sold by a man 
answering the general description of Wolle, 
whom the stamp. trade. generally believed 
to be safe tn the Missouri State Peniten- 
tiary, in Jefferson City, where he had been 
sent to serve a five years’ sentence for rais- 
ing two dollar bills to the denomination of 
twenties. 

It is now believed that it was Wolle who 
recently. sold a'batch of supposedly rare 
United States stamps to a well-known 
stamp concern in Twenty-third Street, this 
city, for $300, and the Secret Service men 
say they have no doubt but that he dis- 
posed of many other stamps here, especially 
a private collectors. Even during his 
term in prison it is said he continued dis- 
posing of stamps through a confederate 
who was at liberty. 


BOSTON, March 16—R. P. H. Wolle, 
who is wanted in New York for alleged 
ostage stamp frauds, has been held in 
F7.500 bail for further examination March 
4. It is said that the man is wanted not 
only in American cities, but in foreign 
countries as well, in connection with stamp 
counterfeiting.

EXTRADITION OF ALLEGED BALTIMORE REBUILDING SLOW. 


Removal! of Debris an Obstacle—Use of 
Broken Bricks Suggested. 


Merchants who wish to rebuild in the 
burned district of Baltimore are becoming 
impatient at the many delays which con- 
front them. The various committees, com- 
niussions, and municipal department, it is 
reported, are working at cross-purposes, 
and, while alj desire that the city be quickly 
rebuilt, no agreement by those in authority 
as to how the many problems are to be 
attacked is in sight. The question of re- 
moval of the débris, in particular, has been 
much agitated, but no plan of action has 
been adopted. 

Beaumont Jarvis of the Engineering Com- 
pany of America, who returned yesterday 
from a visit to the burned district, said: 

“I would advocate utilization of much of 
that material which seems hitherto to have 
been considered as useless. I see no reason 
why the broken bricks, of which there are 
tens of thousands of tons, should be carted 
off at great expense. All this can be used 
in rebuilding. 

““My plan would be to dump the broken 
brick and stone into a mixer, where they 
would be mixed with Portland cement. The 
resulting material, when properly manipu- 
lated, could be poured into forms or molds, 
and concrete monoliths would result. Con- 
crete has come to be the accepted material 
for pler abutments, breakwaters, dams, &c., 
for when cast-they are jointless and prac- 
tically everlasting. To apply-this plan still 
further, whole walls can be built by the 
pouring process. 

“All that is necessary is to set up a 
fram2work consisting of parallel walls of 
boards, set at the desired distance apart 
and held firmly in place by a skeleton of 
ordinary gas pipes. Then let the laborers 
come with their wheel-barrows of concrete 
from the mixer and pour in the material. 
In this way a complete wall from floor to 
floor can be built ‘with one setting of the 
mold, and in a few days it will be to all 
intents and purposes a solid wall of stone. 

‘Tests, made recently at Columbia Uni- 
versity, show that this construction has a 
crushing strength of 400,000 pounds per 
square foot. As the price of labor prom- 
ises to be high, and as bricks have already 
gone up in price, thi lan will, I believe, 
be ef considerable utility. Then there ts 
also the saving through using material 
hitherto considered as useless and a source 
of expense to remove.” 


EX-FIGHTER FLOOD DEAD. 


Once Faced Sullivan for Eight Rounds, 
Bare Knuckle Centest. 


John Flood, who gave John L. Sullivan 
one of the hardest fights of his career, died 
suddenly at his home, 349 Third Avenue, 
yesterday. The memorable fight, with bare 
knuckles and for $1,000, took place opposite 
Yonkers, on a barge which had been towed 
up the Hudson River, on May 16, 1881. In 
the eighth round SulMvan gave Flood one 
of those terrible right-hand swings for 


which he afterward became famous. Flood 
was “ knocked out,” and remained “ out” 
for five minutes—so badly injured that he 
declared he would never fight again, and 
he never did. 

Sullivan was just at that time beginning 
to show his camer form. Flood was 
twenty-six years old, and had bested every 
fighter of any pretensions in and about 
New York. he fight was witnessed by 
about 500 men, and was arranged and car- 
ried out so quietly that the police did not 
learn of it until it was over.

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NULLIFICATION OR ENFORCEMENT ? 

Is THEODORE ROOSEVELT as President 
of the United States governed by other 
or different rules of conduct than those 
which guided him when he was Police 
Commissioner in New York City? On 
June 20, 1895, Mr. RoosEvELT, then Pres- 
ident of the Police Board, made the fol- 
lowing statement: 

We will see whether or not it is possible 
to enforce the excise law in this city. Of 
course public sentiment is against closing 
saloons on Sunday. But I am not dealing 
with public sentiment. I propose to deal 
with the law as it stands. The excise law 
is not to be enforced periodically, but con- 
stantly. It must be enforced with steadily 
increasing rigor on the part of the police. 

Will President RoosEvVELT now “ with 
steadily increasing rigor” enforce the 
anti-trust law of 1890 against the innu- 
merable corporations engaged in inter- 
State commerce that are breaking and 
defying it? He found that law upon the 
statute books. He caused an action to be 
begun in the Federal courts against the 
Northern Securities Company, and as a 
consequence he has not only destroyed 
that illegal corporation but he has got 
from the Supreme Court an interpreta- 
tion of the law whichJdeaves no room for 
doubt that a multitude of transportation 
companies are carrying on their business 

* under unlawful contracts and combina- 
tions in restraint of trade. Will he pro- 
céed against them, or will he prove false 
to his oath of office and nullify an act of 
Congress by permitting it to remain a 
dead letter upon the statute book? The 
Constitution of the United States de- 
clares, Section 3, Article II., that the 
President “shall take care that the laws 
be faithfully executed.” Will he take 
heed of his oath and of the Constitution, 
or will he fail in his plain duty through 
fear of the consequences? Some billions 
of securities would be instantly and most 
injuriously affected should he now an- 
nounce, as he announced in 1895, his 
stern resolve to enforce the law. There 
would be a stock-market panic, an in- 

convulsion, a trade collapse. 

“T pro-

What has he to do with that? 
. pose to deal with the law as it stands,” 
he said when he was President of the 
Police Board. We must gravely change 
our opinion of him if, having dealt in one 
way with an excise law, he now deals in 
an opposite way with an anti-trust law. 
The oath he has taken to support the 
Constitution and the laws leaves him no 
choice. 

Certainly the Supreme Court has left 
open for him no avenue of escape. 
“Every contract, combination the 
form of trust, or otherwise, or conspiracy 
in restraint of trade or commerce among 
the several States or with foreign nations 
is hereby declared to be illegal,’”’ says the 
The Supreme Court declares that 


in 


act. 
this statute is applicable to railroads, 
that it applies to reasonable as well as 
unreasonable restraint of trade, any re- 
straint of trade being forbidden. In the 
opinion of the court it is laid down “ that 
every combination or conspiracy which 
would extinguish competition between 
otherwise competing railroads engaged in 
inter-State trade or commerce, and which 
would in that way restrain such trade or 
commerce, is made illegal by the act.” 
We. have no sympathy with the delusive 
and dangerous reasoning by which cer- 
tain lawyers, a good many wise men in 
Wall Street, and some of our brethren of 
the press have sought to break the force 
of this decision by dwelling upon Jus- 
tice BREWER’s independent concurring 
opinion, in which he took the ground 
that Congress did not intend to forbid 
reasonable and partial of 
trade, but that the Northern Securities 
Company’ was organized in violation of 
the law because the contracts or agree- 
ments upon which it was based were 
themselves in unreasonable restraint of 
trade. Holding that opinion it might be 
said that Justice BREWER ought to have 
dissented. He did not dissent, he con- 
curred; and his independent opinion is of 
no force and effect. 

The President and the public must look 
only to the majority and controlling 
opinion of the court, written by Justice 
HARLAN. No prudent lawyer would dare 
to advise a client corporation that it 
might safely effect with another corpo- 
ration a combination in restraint of in- 
ter-State trade because of the very great 
probability that, in view of Justice Brew- 
ER’s position, the court would overturn 
the law or modify its stern interpreta- 
tion thereof wére a fresh case presented. 
ee is permitted to speculate how 
the Supreme Court will decide in cases 
presented to it in future. We must take 
the law as it reads, and the court’s in- 
terpretation of it as it reads. They are 
our only guide. So far as the Executive 
duty is concerned. it is settled that such 
contracts, agreements, and combinations 
as now form the basis of most of the 
great railroad systems in the country are

unlawful. If the President respects his 
oath and obeys the Constitution, he must 
instruct Attorney General Knox .to begin 
proceedings against them. 

The general public, and the great body 
of lawyers even, have not as yet come to 
a realizing sense of the prodigious sweep 
end meaning of the Anti-Trust act of 
1890, It abridges individual liberty and 
the freedom of contract as no other 
American statute has ever abridged or 
interfered with them. To illustrate its 
astonishing scope and applicability, let 
us suppose that a majority of the stock 
of the Northern Pacific Railroad had 
been owned by Mr. A. and a majority of 
the stock of the ‘Great Northern Road 
had been owned by Mr..B. In the course 
of nature Mr. A. dies and leaves his 
Northern Pacific shares to his only son 
and sole heir, and Mr. B. dies and leaves

If, now, the son 
of A. should marry the daughter of B., 
under the act of 1890 the contract of 
marriage, would inevitably be deglared 
invalid and the issue of the marriage, if 
any, would be illegitimate. Preposterous, 
defenders of the act will say. Of course 
it is preposterous, but that quality re- 
sides in the act, not in the illustration. 
It would invalidate the marriage, though, 
and the Supreme Court would so hold 
unless, appalled by the consequences of 
upholding so reckless a piece of legisla- 
tion, it should sweep it from the statute 
books by declaring it unconstitutional. 
The court has held that competition is, 
in the eye of the law, extinguished and 
trade is restrained when the incentive to 
competition has been removed. Plainly, 
that incentive would disappear so soon 
as the formerly competing roads were 
brought into the hands of a husband and 
wife, who, as owners of both roads, 
would have a common interest, to use the 
language of the Supreme Court, in see- 
ing to it “that no competition is toler- 
ated.” 

Justice Wuaithm was well within the 
bounds of reason and common sense 
when he declared that such a law, as it 
has been construed by the court, is de- 
structive of government, of human lib- 
erty, and of every principle upon which 
organized society depends. In any coun- 
try where reason holds sway a legisla- 
tive blunder of this nature would be 
promptly corrected. The suggestion that 
Congress shall now amend this mon- 
strous act is treated by Senators and 
members of both parties as a “ good 
joke.” They say nothing will be done 
about it until after the Presidential cam- 
paign is over. It is for the interest of 
President ROoSEVELT, we think, that 
something should be done about it. If the 
law is not amended he must stand before 
the country either as a wrecker of its 
business and its prosperity or as a nulli- 
fier of its laws. , 


MR. ROOT’S “ POLICY.” 

The ex-Secretary of War is prudent. 
In his speech of Tuesday evening he ad- 
vised his admiring and sympathetic hosts 
at the Union League Club to pay as little 
attention as possible to anything the 
Democrats might say and to stick to the 
record the Republican Party had made 
outside of the country. 


We stand on a distinct foreign policy—a 
position that has put us on a plane so 
eminent that in the conflict in the East, 
over which every one holds his breath for 
fear there may be a general war, Germany 
turns to the United States and asks us to 
use our power to preserve the Empire of 


China. 
All the world recognizes the fairness and 


the respect won by the United States in its 
diplomatic relations, a policy which in fts 
treatment of its outlying possessions has 
challenged the admiration of mankind for 
the fairness, the disinterestedness, and the 
sincerity with which it has made good its 
pledges to poor, down-trodden Cuba. A 
policy which has made Porto Rico peaceful, 
prosperous, and happy; a policy which holds 
the aegis of American sovereignty over the 
Philippines, and has brought about in those 
islands for the first time in their history a 
period of peace and liberty, of law, of jus- 
tice, and of opportunity for national devel- 


! opment along tne lines of civilization and 


peace. 

This is prudent, if it be practicable. To 
all intents there is no division of public 
sentiment as to the policy of the Gov- 
ernment outside of our own continent. 
There is none at all as to its policy con- 


| cerning Cuba and Porto Rico, except that 


| censure passed by Mr. 


most Democrats agree with the sharp 
Root as Secre- 
tary and by Mr. ROOSEVELT on the Re- 
publican trade policy toward these isl- 
ands. Concerning the larger question of 
the Philippines the public opinion is not 
divided seriously, A good many Ameri- 
cans think that we have a hard and un- 
profitable job there, but they have no 
idea of giving it up, and no party that 
could possibly succeed at the polls would 
radically change it. As to the policy of 
the Government in the general questions 
arising in the Orient, and especially in 
China, all parties unite in praising it. 

If, therefore, Mr. Root can manage to 
confine discussion in the approaching 
campaign to matters such as these he is 
quite warranted in assuming that his 
party will have very little trouble. But 
he is somewhat in the condition of the 
Atlanta newspaper proprietor who en- 
listed a company for the Confederate 
service, promising that the Southerners 
could “lick the Northerners with pop- 
guns.” On the morrow of his first fight, 
which was not successful, one of his re- 
cruits taxed the Captain with this prom- 
ise. ‘‘ That was all right,” was the reply, 
“but the Yankees won't fight that 
way.” The Democratic Party cannot be 
relied on to confine the campaign to 
matters which are not in issue. There 
are thousands of conservative and intel- 
ligent men in the country, who are not 
in the least anxious to change the for- 
eign policy of the Government or its pol- 
icy as to the island possessions, but who 
think that its commercial policy is un- 
sound, oppressive, costly, and finding 
strongly to corruption. These men have 
voted with the Republicans ance, and 
most of them twice, on financial issues, 


ae 
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Those issues happily are not now under 
discussion. They are settled or in the 
‘way of permanent settlement, The ques- 
tion of commercial policy is open, and, 
if the Democratic Party presents it as it 
should, Mr. Roort’s advice to the Repub- 
licans will be found futile. 


CHINA’S NEUTRALITY. 

It seems to be fairly clear that our 
State Department has been moved to ad- 
monish China that, if the Powers, at our 
instance, guaranteed her neutrality as 
between Russia and Japan, the least she 
can do is to observe that neutrality her- 
self. That is evidently the fact. Unless 
that great sheep, the Chinese Empire, is 
prepared to be torn in pieces between the 
contending wolves, it behooves her to 
take shelter in the sheepfold thus pro- 
vided for her, and not to pretend that she 
is a carnivorous animal. 

The rumors that the sheep was going to 
fight seem to have arisen from the action 
of the Viceroy of Pe-chi-li, the successor 
of Li-HuNnG-CHAaNG. The boundaries of 
authority between the Imperial Govern- 
ment of China and the provincial Gov- 
ernments are as loose and ill-defined as 
might be expected in an empire in which 
war is a despised trade and fighting the 
last thing to be thought of. Doubtless in 
the past the Central Government has 
been held to account for things which it 
could not have prevented, since it seems 
that there are no Chinese forces, to speak 
of, except the provincial forces, and 
these under the command of the very 
Viceroys whom the Central Government 
is expected to discipline and keep in sub- 
jection. 

All the same, it is a plausible explana- 
tion that the Viceroy of Pe-chi-li has 
mobilized his masks and matchlocks and 
stinkpots for the purpose of protecting 
his own frontiers, or of establishing upon 
them a corps of observation to see that 
the neutrality of his province was not 
violated, or to report to Peking, and ulti- 
mately to the guaranteeing Powers, when 
it was. Since Manchuria, which adjoins 
his province, is the theatre’of war, such a 
procedure on his part wéuld be highly 
prudent and perfectly legitimate; and no 
cause of complaint on the part of either 
belligerent. It is to be hoped that this is 
all he has done, For it is quite certain 
that that sheep which rejects the protec- 
tion of the shepherd and bleats out its 
intention to protect itself against the 
fighting wolves will very shortly be mut- 
ton. Which is precisely the fate from 
which Secretary Hay has been endeavor- 
ing to protect China,

MORE TROUBLE IN THE BUILDING 
TRADES. 

The sympathetic strike of the bricklay- 
ers in Manhattan and the Bronx on ac- 
count of a grievance of the Laborers’ 
Protective Association looks very much 
like the beginning of the end of the 
agreement between the unions and the 
Building Trades Employers’ Association, 
This agreement possessed none of the ele- 
ments of permanence, and cannot until 
the unions recognize, as they do not and 
never have, the nature and binding char- 
acter of a contract. 

In the existing agreement it is provided 
that all grievances and differences shall 
be settled by arbitration and that there 
shall be no sympathetic strikes. Both 
these conditions are violated deliberately 
by the action of the bricklayers. Of 
course the men on strike claim that the 
employment of non-union laborers was a 
violation by the employers of the promise 
of the latter to “stand for union princi- 
ples,” but the appeal in that case should 
have been to the arbitration board and 
its decision should have determined the 
question of fact as well as the duty of 
the unions in the premises. The real 
issue on which the strike is brought ap- 
pears to be a trifling disagreement as to 
overtime wages between the contractors 
for mason work and their laborers. It is 
exactly a case for arbitration, and that 
the bricklayers have made it a pretext 
for a strike ends the modus vivendi and 
restores the chaos from which relief was 
sought in the expedients of a year ago. 

A considerable numoper of the employ- 
ers in the association have never believed 
in the hard and fast alliance with the 
unions which was entered into to stop the 
constant trouble from which all.in inter- 
est suffered so severely. They recognized 
in the open shop the only safety for 
themselves or the unions, but were will- 
ing the plan of giving the unions a mo- 
nopoly of the right to work in New York 
should have a fair trial. This it has had. 
The net result is exactly what they ex- 
pected. The present strike is likely 
greatly to increase the number of those 
ready to ally themselves with the open 
shop movement, and if not quickly and 
satisfactorily settled may initiate a rev- 
olution as the result of which the unions 
will find themselves again competing 
with the labor which does not choose to 
affiliate with them or to remain under 


their rules.

THE TUDGES’ RETIREMENT BILL. 

No more striking and offensive dem- 
onstration of the abuse of the party cau- 
cus has been seen in our political his- 
tory of late than the “hold-up” in the 
Senate of the bill providing for the re- 
tirement of Judges of the Supreme Court 
and of the Court of Appeals. The bill 
passed the Assembly after it had once 
been voted on adversely, a very unusual 
occurrence and one certainly indicating a 
good deal of essential strength in the bill. 
When it went to the Senate the Repub- 
licans opposed to it resorted to the illog- 
ical and unreasonable course of making 
it a party measure. The actual vote in 
the caucus which made this declaration 
and opposed the bill was only sixteen. 
This was a majority of the Senators pres- 
ent, but it was not a majority of the Re- 
publicans of the Senate, who number 
thirty-six. To tie up a bill in this fash- 
fon by a really minority vote of-the party 
Senators, when the bill is not in the re- 


motest sense a political measure at all, 
seems very like a trick. 

There is, as we have said, room for 
difference of opinion as to the merits of 
the bill, though we are convinced that it 
is injthe interest of the dignity, inde- 
pendence, and impartiality of the judi- 
ciary. But there can hardly be two 
opinions as to the proposition that a 
measure of this sort, which has once re- 
ceived the approval of the Assembly, 
ought to be submitted to the votes of the 
Senators acting solely according to their 
individual judgment. It is not a matter 
for the caucus at all. Much less is it a 


matter for such determination as this | 


has received in the Republican caucus. 
We should suppose that there was 
enough self-respect and courage in the 
Republican Senators to break loose from 
restraint so unjustifiable as this. 


ENGINEERING HEADQUARTERS. 

It will be a source of great gratification 
to all who are interested in the progress 
of, engineering science to learn that the 
decision of the American Society of Civil 
Engineers not to participate in the en- 
joyment of the liberality of Mr. ANDREW 
CARNEGIE has not deprived those who are 
desirous of availing themselves of these 
facilities of the advantages of Mr. Car- 
NeGIp’s offer. In a letter bearing date of 
March 14 he increases his contribution to 
the round figure of a million and a half, 
and addresses his offer to the American 
Society of Mechanical Engineers, the 
American Institute of Mining Engineers, 
the American Institute of Electrical En- 
gineers, and the Engineers’ Club. 

As usual, Mr. CARNEGIE limits his 
beneficence to an amount which will not 
wholly relieve the beneficiaries of effort 
to further their own interests. The total 
investment will probably be about 
$2,500,000, of which $500,000 représents 
the land already purchased by the three 
societies in eligible neighborhoods. 

New York is to be congratulated upon 
this important addition to its array of 
monumental structures devoted to the 
arts and sciences; the three great en- 
gineering societies and the Engineers’ 
Club are to be congratulated on the pros- 
pect of a housing perfectly adapted to 
their needs and to the accommodation of 
their libraries. The building is expected 
to be ready for occupancy in 1906. 

CARPET BEATING IN THE CITY. 

The determination of Health Commis- 
sioner DARLINGTON to enforce the provi- 
sion of the Sanitary Code which forbids 
the beating of rugs and carpets and the 
shaking of dusty fabrics from windows 
in any part of New York will no doubt 
be the subject of much complaint from 
housewives who find themselves commit- 
ting misdemeanors in the performance 
of the usual functions of the Spring 
housecleaning. 

However, the good citizen should re- 
member that the public has some rights 
in a matter of this kind, and that one 
inalienable right is invaded when one’s 
neighbor’s microbes are wafted into one’s 
doors and windows by the vagrant 
breeze. Rugs, carpets, pillows, and the 
like are favorite breeding grounds for 
these unicellular creatures, and shaking 
or beating their homes in the open 
air of back yards, on fire escapes. or 
on roofs is perhaps the surest way of 
disseminating them over a neighbor- 
hood. If the question is asked: What 
is the housekeeper who desires clean- 
liness to do? the answer is easy or dif- 
ficult according to her ability to avail 
herself of the facilities offered by those 
who do housecleaning with scientific ap- 
pliances and by approved methods. The 
suggestion has been made that for the 
benefit of the poor the Board of Health 
provide carpet cleaning facilities as they 
have sterilizing facilities for infected 
bedding and clothing, doing the work 
gratuitously or for a nominal charge. 
This is worth thinking of. Dirty carpets 
are constructively infected, at least, and 
if they cannot be cleaned in the only 
way within the means of the housekeep- 
er they will be left dirty, and a source 
of increasing danger to all who live on 
them, 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—As a rule people who fled from their 
own country to escape military service, 
particularly in time of war, would form a 
class of immigrants not desirable by any 
other country. Whatever their physical and 
financial position, it could fairly be in- 
ferred that their instinct of patriotism was 
ill-developed if not altogether wanting, and 
that in moments of National emergency they 
would be likely to prove most untrust- 
worthy citizens. But circumstances alter 
eases, and no ordinary rules apply to Rus- 
sia and her inhabitants. There patriotism 
is to be expected only from the highest and 
the lowest classes—from the former out of 
self-interest and from the latter because 
of abysmal ignorance. Therefore can one 
view with considerable equanimity the news 
that thousands of Russian subjects, divided 
among the several races with long-standing 
political, economic, and religious griev- 
ances against Russia, are slipping acros; 
the frontier into Germany and thence mak- 
ing their way to this country, in order to 
escape participation in the hardships and 
dangers of the war with Japan. The fact 
that they are wanted as soldiers is evi- 
dence that they are not weaklings, and the 
fact that they will not serve as soldiers 
for Russia is not evidence that they would 
not risk their lives for the land of: their 
adoption. However, it is not evidence that 
they would, either. The question is simply 
left open, to be judged without prejudice, 
and it behooves these fugitives to make 
clear just why they abandoned the Czar at 
a moment when his claim for their serv- 
ices is based upon at least the pretense of 
public need. 


—A correspondent who says that he 
finds instruction in this column and then 
acidulates the compliment by adding that 
it also supplies him with amusement, “ par- 
ticularly in its paragraphs on the usage of 
words or phrases,”’ enables us to hope that 
he meant nothing sarcastic by asking what 
we think of the common expressions, “ the 
courage of his convictions ’’ and “‘ the cour- 
age of his opinions.’’ These locutions our 
correspondent considers ‘ objectionable” 
and ‘‘ senseless,’’ and he apparently wants 
us to agree with him, but we cannot do 
more than admit his right to exclude them 
from his own writing and conversation as

long and as strictly as he chooses. To “ the 
courage of his convictions” it may, of 
course, be objected that the phrase is what 
we call “stereotyped” and the French a 
“cliche,” and certainly it is well to avoid 
such ready-made expressions of thought 
with all convenient care, but every lan- 
guage is full of them, and an attempt to 
avoid them all would not only impose an 
enormous amount of labor, but it would 
certainly be a failure in the end. Again, it 
may be objected that as neither convictions 
nor opinions have any courage, it is absurd 
to credit or discredit a man with as much 
of a quality as is possessed by an abstrac- 
tion which possesses none of it. That, how- 
ever, is sound argument only when based 
on the premise that every word must be 
interpreted by 
Phrase by the literal meaning of its com- 
ponent words. The premise is false and the 
argument falls. Whatever “ the courage of 
his convictions” ought, to mean, there is 
no doubt in the world ds to what it does 
mean. Everybody unconsciously fills up 
the hiatus in the phrase and catches in- 
stantly the exact idea it was the intention 
to convey from one mind to another. What 
more can be desired? Incidentally, our cor- 
respondent asks us to “ deal gently with a 
seventy-three-year-old.”” Now, what can he 


intend to intimate by that? So far as we | 


know, we deal gently with everybody, 
young and o!d, anda particular effort has 
been made by the contributors to this col- 
amn to keep it full of sunshine and kind- 
ness. The suggestion that any paragraph 
in it has ever given even a single twinge of 
pain comes like a cruel blow, from which 
recovery will be slow and difficult. 


——It grieves The Pittsburg Dispatch that | 


we should have shown what it calls “ phil- 
osophic tolerance”’ for the application of 
nitrate of silver to the faces of some Cor- 
nell freshmen, and it runs on at great 
length on the probability that, as we can 
find explanation in the nature of the 
young human animal for “ burning figures 
into the faces of the victims” of hazers, 
we would have only mild disapproval if 
noses were slit or ears clipped, and that 
we would not begin seriously to protest 
until arms and legs were chopped off in 
manifestation of youthful hilarity.

WASHINGTON, March 16.—“ Attorney 
General Knox's statement that the Admin- 
istration does not propose to run amuck 
among trusts now that the merger de- 
cision has been rendered,’’ said Representa- 
tive Williams to-day, ‘‘reminds me of a 
conversation I had once with an old Con- 
federate officer. There was a Congress- 
man who had served in this officer's regi- 
ment, and who was always telling us of his 
heroism on the battlefield.

LIQUOR TAX LAW ENFORCEMENT. 


Existence of the Law Condemned; Its 
Non-Enforcement Approved. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The contribution by J. 8. K. in your issue 
of the 14th inst. to the question of liquor 
tax law enforcement would be more valu- 
able had the last paragraph been omitted, 
as it is based on incorrect use of ideas ex- 
pressed by Messrs. Carter and Jerome. 
Your correspendent says that the “ tacit 
admission ’’ of the District Attorney that 
the liquor tax law cannot be enforced lo- 
cally because the local authorities do not 
desire to enforce it proves the wisdom of 
its authors. ReaJly a remarkable proposi- 
tion! Since when has it been considered 
wise government to enact laws only en- 
forceable by distant authority and one not 
in sympathy with the wishes of the goy- 
erned! That way division lies first, then 
revolution. Is it a wise liquor law that di- 
vides the friends of temperance? 

Doubtless your correspondent regrets the 
local situation—approving the law and con- 
demning its non-3nforcement. For the wri- 
ter’s own part the existence of the law is 
condemned, its non-enforcement approved. 
On this point it may be said the liquor tax 
law does not stand alone. Who ever hears 
of the enforcement of the ordinance relat- 
ing to the cleaning of sidewalks from snow, 
&c., although much opposition to its en- 
forcement could scarcely be expected? Fur- 
ther, what may be said as to the open traf- 
fic in candy and ice cream conducted on 
Sundays by the stores so largely patronized 
by the officers and attendants of our 
churches and Sunday schools? Does the 
law allow such traffic or is the law not 
enforced? The fact is, the liquor tax law 
can be enforced if its enforcement is de- 
sired—as, indeed, could a law forbidding 
the sale or free distribution of milk on 
Sunday—but what derision and contempt 
would be evoked by the attempt to enforce 
such a law? And what kind of a State 
constabulary appointed at Albany would 
it need? 

Ask any Judge, Magistrate, or one hay- 
ing practical knowledge of the liquor tax 
law for his opinion of same. I doubt 
whether it would be fit to print.

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CIVIL SERV:CE LEAGUE 
DEFENDS POSTMISTRESS 


Committee Says Addicks Faction 
Had Miss Todd Removed. 


MR. PAYNE’S TWO STATEMENTS 


Investigators Declare That the Postmis- 
tress Has Been Unjustly Treated— 
“ Personally Obnoxious” to 
Senator Allee.

WASHINGTON, March 16.—The case of 
Miss Todd, the Delaware Postmistress who 
Was removed on the allegation that she 
allowed politicians to congregate in her 
cifice and plot political work against Sen- 
ator Allee and John Edward Addicks, has 
come to the surface again through a re- 
port by the Civil Service Reform League. 
The league’s committee, appointed to in- | 
quire into the facts, finds that Miss Todd 
has been unjustly treated. 

The league publishes with the report a 
letter from Postmaster General Payne in 
which he says that the postal Inspectors 
examined the charges against Miss Todd 
and found sufficient testimony to the fact 
that she allowed politicians to hold con- 
ferences ‘n her office, which was against 
the department regulations. 

On one occasion, Miss Todd said, accord- 
ing to the postal Inspector, that Senator 
Allee was “an ignorant man, without edu- 
eation, without character and principle, and 
that his election to such an office was a 
Gisgrace to the State.’’ The Postmaster 
General said that on the strength of this 
finding he felt justified in having removed 
Miss Todd. 

The league’s committee, however, holds 
that Miss Todd was never officially in- 
formed that she was removed because of 
her pernicious political activity. In the 
course of an interview, it is declared, Mr. 
Payne told her that “ she was particularly 
and personally obnoxious (or objectionabie) 
to Senator Allee.” The committee also 
says that no official or public mention was 
made of any charges of pernicious political 
activity until the removal of Miss Todd 
had been widely reported and adversely 
commented upon by the newspapers of the 
country, and that Miss Todd herself abso- 
lutely denies thé@t she was active in poli- 
tics or allowed the Post Office to be used 
for political meetings or discriminated 
egainst any patrons, and that the circum- 
stantial evidence seems strongly to support 
her contentions. 

The committee adds that it is convinced 
that Miss Todd’s removal cannot justly be 
attributed to any pernicious political activ- 
ity on her part, but “‘ was probably due to 
the request to the Post Office Department 
originating within the so-called Addicks 
faction of the Republican Party.” 


PANAMA CANAL IN NINE YEARS. 


Prof. Burr Outlines Sewerage System 
for Panama and Colon. 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—The House 
Committee on Inter-State and Foreign 
Commerce to-day further heard Prof, Will- 
fam H. Burr on the question of the sanita- 
tion of the Panama Canal route. The 
works of sanitation, he said, would bé 
chiefly the construction of water works and 
@ sewerage system for the Cities of Panama 
end Colon, and the drainage of districts 
between those cities. 

He estimated the cost at $2,000,000. The 
completion of the canal, he said, could be 
accomplished in eight or nine years. Prof. 
‘Burr said that when men were careless in 
their habits, the Isthmus mortality was 
high. 

Prof. Burr answered many questions as 
to the work done by the two French com- 
panies, and said that they had excavated 
@bout 7,000,000 yards, two-thirds of which 
was useful, leaving 100,000,000 cubic yards 
wet to be excavated.

PENSION AGE AT 62 YEARS. 


Survivors of Civil War Placed on Roll 
Beginning April 13. 
WASHINGTON, March 16.—Commissioner

It directs that beginning April 13 next, if

in ability to perform manual labor and shall 
be entitled to $6 a month, over sixty-five 
years to $8, over sixty-eight years to $10, 
and over seventy years to $12, the usual al- 


lowances at higher rates continuing for dis- 
abilities other than age. 

Ccmmissioner Ware, 
ord-r, said: 

“There has long been in the bureau a 
rule fixing a maximum age limit at $12 for 
seventy-five years. This was made during 
Mr. Cieveland’s Administration by Com- 
missioner Lochren, The sixty-five year 
minimum 
forvee in the bureau. 

“The act of Congress, which was passed 
in the latter part of January, 1887, and ap- 

roved by President Cleveland, put all the 
Mexican war veterans on the pension roll 
thiriy-nine years exactly after the end of 
the Mexican war.

CALLS MAIL SUBSIDY A STEAL. 


in explaining the 


Debate in House Over Post Office Appro- 
priation Bill. 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—The granting 
of subsidies to railroads for carrying the 
mails was vigorously opposed by Mr. Rob- 
inson, (Ind.,) who characterized them as a 
stain and blot upon the Post Office Appro- 
priation bi:l, which was under consideration 
in the House to-day. 

Mr. Robinson said the Post Office Depart- 
ment was against the subsidy and Congres- 
sional influence was perpetuating it. The 
trend of events, he said, was in favor of 
honesty and clean administration in the 
Post Office Department, but he said when 
members put themselves on record against 
the Postmaster General in this matter, 
“how do tnuey stand in view of his report 
against themselves?” 

The House had been agitated, he said, 
and the country disturbed by the report 
sent in reflecting on members, “ but,"’ he 


said, speaking with much vigor, “ here is a 
real scandal, a scandal! that you are forcing 
upon the Postmaster General and his de- 
partment.”” He closed amid Democratic ap- 
plause, by asking if the House was going to 
“ stand for it.”’ 

Mr. Sibley (Penn.) contended that to de- 
ny the subsidy would be doing a manifest 
injustice to the interests of the South. 

Although the Louisville and Nashville 
Railway, one of the roads benefited by the 
subsidy, passed through his town, Mr. 
Gaines declared the subsidy to be “a legal- 
ized steal.’ If the provision could be do- 
nated, he said, the money intended for mail 
subsidies could go to raising the salaries of 
rural carriers and to extending the service 
into the jungles of the country. 


SENATE PASSES SEAL BILL. 


But Eliminates All but Three Sections 
of the Measure. 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—After elimi- 
nating all but three sections of Senator Dil- 
lingham’s Alaskan Seal bill, the Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations author- 
ized Senator Foraker to make a favorable 
report on the measure, and to-day the bill 
was passed by the Senate in the form of a 
joint resolution. 

As passed the bill provides that the Presi- 
dent shall negotiate with Great Britain fora 
revision of the rules and regulations which 
now govern the taking of fur seals in tho 


open waters of the North Pacific Ocean 
and Bering Sea with a view to restoring and 

reserving the fur seal industry and ‘abat- 
ng the killing of nursing mother seals on 
the high seas. 

It is provided also that the President 
shall endeavor to conclude negotiations 
with Russia and Japan for the purpose uf 
securing their agreement to a satisfactory 
revision of the rules. 


NEGROES SAFER DOWN SOUTH. 


Mississippian Points to Happenings In 
Various Northern States. 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—In the House 
to-day Representative Spight of Mississip- 
pi, speaking on the Post Office Appropria- 
tion bill, took occasion to defend the atti- 
tude of the South toward the negro and 
to compare it with that of the North to 
the disadvantage of the latter. 

Mr. Spight referred to the Wilmington, 
Del., lynching last year, and to the subse- 
quent attacks on the negro settlement. 
This never occurred in the South, he said. 
“When the guilty wretch has paid the 
penalty of his awful crime, that is an end 
of it,"’ he continued’ ‘‘ the mob is satisfied, 
and does not wreak indiscriminate venge- 
ance upon the innocent.” 

He also called attention to the recent race 
troubles in Springfield, Ohio. 

Mr. Spight spoke of the attempt of cer- 
tain white persons to put the negro on a 
social equality with themselves, and, re- 
ferring to the occasion when Booker Wash- 
ington was entertained at the White House 
by President Roosevelt, said that this in- 
cident had done more to inflame the pas- 
sions of the negro and give him a perverted 
idea of his importance than anything that 
had been done for the last ten years. 

“The more the negroes are put on a 
social equality,’’ he asserted. ‘‘the more 
dangerous becomes their position and the 
surer the death by violence that will over- 
take them sooner or later.”

RUSSIA AND AUSTRIA 


WILL CO:RGE SULTAN 


Declare They Will Force Turkey to 
. Give Macedonian Reforms. 


Says His Country and Russia Will Re- 
sort to Extreme Measures If Neces- 
sSary—May Ask Other Powers 
to Help. 


PARIS, March 17.—The Vienna corre- 
{ Spondert of the Petit Parisien says that 
| Count Goluchowski, the Austrian Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, has authorized the pub- 
‘ lication of the following declarations which 
; he made officially to the French, British, 
| and Italian Ambassadors: 2 
“The Russian ang Austrian entente on 
the subject of Ma@tdonia is firmer than 
ever. A perfect understanding exists on the 
subject of the modus vivendi in Macedonia 
and of Turkey's application of the reforms 
proposed by the two powers and accepted 
by the Sultan. 

“Russia and Austria are determined to 
use all influence and even to resort to ex- 
treme measures to obtain the fulfillment of 
the Sultan’s promises. They insist that fuil 
powers shall be accorded the heads of the 
international gendarmerie. The rumors 
that Austria is mobilizing troops are wholly 
unfounded.”’ 

Count Goluchowski added that he had 
hinted to certain powers that he would ask 
their aid with a view to joint action at 
Constantinople should the Sultan remain 
obstinate, 


rae EXPELS RUSSIANS.

Thirty Students Must Leave, but Can 
Select What Frontier to Cross. 


BERLIN, March 16.—Thirty Russian stu- 
dents, several of them women, have re- 
ceived notices of expulsion from the police 
in consequence of their participation in a 
meeting held on Saturday to protest against 
the Goverument’s action in permitting Rus- 
sian police agents to watch Russian resi- 
dents in Germany. 

The students have from three to eight 
days in which to leave the country, and 
may select the frontier to cross, the Gov- 
ernment not compelling’ them to return to 
Russia, as in some other instances. 

About 400 Russian students met on Sat- 
urday and signed a statement reciting re- 
cent utterances in the Reichstag of Foreign 
Secretary von Richthofen and Chancellor 
von Biilow. Referring to the Chancellor's 
assertion that they were abusing the hos- 
pitality of Germany, the Russians said that 
even guests had the natural right of re- 
senting insults flung at them by their hosts. 

‘* Besides this,"’ the statement continued, 
“he undertook by referring to the Jewish 
origin of part of the Russians here to 
arouse anti-Semitic prejudices against us. 
Count von Biilow, the highest official of 
the German Empire, has not scrupled un- 
der the protection of his privileged position 
to call us beggars. We regret that the 
twentieth century, in the land of Lessing 
and Fichte, witnesses such disregard for 
the great idea of humanity as evinced by 
these anti-Semitic sallies of the German 
Chancellor.” 

From the 428 persons who signed the 
statement thirty were selected for expul- 


sion. 


THE DUKE OF CAMBRIDGE ILL. 


Had Hemorrhage of the Stomach— 
Grave Anxiety Is Felt for Him. 


LONDON, March 16.—The Duke of Cam- 

bridge, cousin of the late Queen Victoria, 
is in a critical condition. 
‘Recent bulletins regarding the Duke's 
health have been of a reassuring nature, 
but this morning his Royal Highness, who 
has been ill a long time, was seized with a 
recurrence of a hemorrhage of the stom- 
ach, and an official bulletin just issued ad- 
mits that grave anxiety is felt regarding 
the outcome of the attack. 


KAISER REVIEWS SPANISH SHIPS. 


Afterward Lunches with King Alfonso 
on the Latter’s Yacht. 


VIGO, Spain, March 16.—At 9:30 o‘clock 
this morning King Alfonso and Empe >r 
William went aboard the Spanish gunbvut 
Vasco Nunez de Balboa, and proceeded to 
review the Spanish warships. As the Vasco 
Nunez de Balboa passed the Spanish bat- 
tleship Pelayo and the dispatch boat 
Urania both vessels fired salutes. 

The Pelayo’s band played the German 
National anthem and the sailors who 
manned the sides enthusiastically cheered 
the two monarchs. The Vasco Nunez de 


Balboa was followed by more than thirty 
steumers: 

After the review their Majesties were 
rowed to the Spanish Royal yacht Giralda 
for luncheon. 

Emperor William subsequently sailed for 
Gibraltar on board the North-German 
Lloyd steamer Koenig Albert. He was 
accompanied on that vessel by King Al- 
fonso until outside Spanish waters. 


THE MISSIONARY MURDER, 


Garbled Private Cablegram Tells of At- 
tack by Persian Bandits. 


Further details of the death at the hands 
of Persian brigands of the Rev. Benjamin 
Labaree, a missionary of the Presbyterian 
Board of Foreign Missions to Urumia, Per- 
sia, and his servant came in a delayed 
cable dispatch to a member of the family of 
the Rev. Dr. A, F. Schauffler, who was re- 
lated to the deceased missionary, The tel- 
egram was so garbled as to make its mean- 
ing on some points indistinct, As nearly as 


it could be translated, Dr. Schauffler said 
yesterday, it read as follows: 

“The servant was killed on the spot 
where the attack occurred. Ben [the Rev. 
=, Labaree] was taken to the mountains 
and—”’ 

As yet the motive for the attack is ob- 
scure. The Persian Goverrment is active 
and is taking the necessary steps. 


POPE AGAIN SEES MGR. FARLEY. 


Gives Him Last Words of Advice as to 
the Archdiocese. 


ROME, March 16.—As an evidence of his 
special benevolence the Pope received Arch- 
bishop Farley again to-night. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the Arch- 
bishop had already had a farewell audience, 
the Pontiff wished to bid him good-bye, 
which he did in the most affectionate man- 
ner. He gave to the Archbishop his last 
words of advice concerning ecclesiastical 


affairs in New York and asked many ques- 
tions which indicated the deep interest he 
takes in the United States. 

The Pope intrusted to the Archbishop an 
Apostolic benediction for the charitable jn- 
stitutions, the clergy, and the people in the 
archdiocese,

Singers Unequal to the Task Im- 
posed on Them. 


SOME EXCEPTIONS, HOWEVER 


Mile. Packbiers Again Proves Herself a 
Competent Artist—The Orchestra’s 
Indifferent Work. 


The French Opera Company gave two 

rformances yesterday at’the Casino that 
were of varying degrees of demerit; though 
neither had the vital elements that their 
version- of “Carmen” had on Tuesday. 
In the afternoon ‘‘ Mignon,” which has not 
been heard in New York for a number of 
years, was given. These French singers 
are noc equal to the light and brilliant 
music of which Thomas has put so much 
into his score, and the attempts at colora- 
tura singing which it required of some of 
them were severe tests upon the listeners’ 
ears. 

Mile. Packbiers again proved herself to 
be the most competent member of the com- 
pany to cope with this kind of muSic, and 
her performance of Philine was in many 
ways the best that the representation af- 
forded. Mlle. Dartes’s Mignon was a seri- 
ous and intelligent attempt, and Mr. 
Mikaelly, as Wilhelm Meister, made a bet- 
ter impression than in either of his previous 
appearances. M. Labriet, as Lothario, 
showed a powerful baritone voice that 
might have an agreeable quality if it were 
not so often forced. The scenes of comedy 
were the best features of the performance, 
especiaily the passages of dialogue, which 


had the further advantage of keeping the ' 


orchestra quiet for a time. Mlle. Fouquet 
Veruande was charming as the youthful 
Frederic in these passages. 

“Les Huguenots” in the evening was 
again a considerable distance beyond the 
capacities of the company. But as it was 
presented it had the interest of giving a 
number of scenes that are usually cut out 
of the more —s representations. 
Few of the singers possess the elegance 
and distinction of bearing that are indis- 
pensable for Meyerbeer’s characters, nor 
are many of them able to sing the florid 
music with certainty. There were about 
as many different kinds of wrong singing 
and improper tone production in evidence 
last evening as there were singers, Dis- 
tinguished among the number was M. Ga- 
route as Raoul de Mangis, 

Instead of Mme. Guinchan, put down 
upon the bill to appear as Valentine, Mme. 

eneski-Lussiez took the part. Mme, Du- 
perret-Mikaelly, the Marguerite de Valois, 
sang with a small pinched voice, and at- 
tacked the ornamental passages of the mu- 
sic by main strength and with some strange 
and weird results.

Charles E. Mart. 


Charles E. Mart died yesterday noon at 
his residence, 3807 West Forty-seventh 
Street. With George W. Wanmaker, Frank 
Raymond, and Cornelius Van Cojt, he was 
the oldest in point of service in the Repub- 
lican County Committee. He became a 
member in 1875. Throughout his long career 
in New York City politi¢s he never aspired 
to positions in the public service, being 
cecntent to be delegate from the Fifteenth, 
Seventeenth, and Eighteenth Districts (the 
Fifteenth of to-day) to every County and 
State Convention since 1884. Mr. Mart was 
a lieutenant of Col. Joel W. Mason and 
James W. Perry when they were leaders in 
that portion of Manhattan embraced in 
what is now the Fifteenth District. For 
twenty-two years he was Treasurer of the 
district organization club. 

Mr. Mart was a member of the Board of 
Governors of the Retail Coal Dxchange. He 
is survived by a widow and a son, the lat- 


ter a member of the Produce Exchange. 
Mr. Mart was fifty-eight years of age.

Bad Day for the Speculators at 
* New Orleans. 


DITTO THREW JOCKEY STILLE 


Mr. Pickwick Played Heavily in Last 
Race, but Never Figured—Balm 
of Gilead Lost. 


NEW ORLEANS, March 16.—With every 
favorite beaten to-day, the racing was not 
very entertaining to the speculators. Two 
of the most pronounced upsets of the day 
were the defeat of Balm of Gilead and 
Vestry. Balm of Gilead was conceded to 
be the best in the mile and a sixteenth, 
and was played from 9 to 5 down to 6 to 5. 
Aubuchon tried to make a runaway race 
of it, and sent the old campaigner along 
three lengths in front of his field to the 
head of the stretch. There Gov. Boyd, 
who was always in striking distance, had 
little trouble in beating him home, The de- 
feat of Vestry came in the six-furlong race, 
and she was also piloted by Aubuchon.

General Appraiser Sharretts Lays Down 
Rules for Its Classification. 


Gen. Thaddeus 8. Sharretts of the -Board 
of United States General Appraisers yes- 
terday announced his decision in the reap- 
Praisement of a large shipment of mahog- 
any lumber by Moffet, Robbins & Co. of 
Havana to Moffet, Malley & Robbins of 
Cleveland. The lumber was shipped to New 
York, there divided into lots of different 
qualities and shipped to Albany, Philadel- 
phia, and Boston, where each lot was en- 
tered at the average value of the whole. 
It has been the custom in the lumber trade 
to invoice mahogany at an average value, 
but only in cases where the entire importa- 
tion was entered at one port. All the items 
in the shipment were advanced from 25 to 
50 per cent., and Gen. Sharretts lays down 
the following rules for classification of such 
lumber in future, these specifications and 
prices not intended to include logs used 
for veneering purposes: 

Firsts—Boards, § or more inches in width and 
10 feet and upward in length, and clear of de- 
fects. $80 per 1,000 feet. 

Common—Five inches and upward in width and 
8 feet and upward in length, and shall not be 
less than 75 per cent. free from defects, and may 
include the grades of mahogany known to tho 
trade as log-run and dimension stock, $55 per 


1,000 feet. 

Culls—Of efther of the above sizes having 
knots, sap, and other blemishes, $27.50 per 1,000 
feet. 

Mill culls—Very small and irregular shapes and 
inferior in other respects, $10 per 1,000 feet.

OVERDUE STEAMSHIP SAFE. 


The Pro Patria Was Caught in an Ice 
Floe Several Days. 


HALIFAX, N. 8., March 16.—The French 
Line steamship Pro Patria, thought to have 
been lost, arrived at.St. Pierre to-day. She 
had been out more than two weeks from St. 
Pierre, bound for Halifax, and was caught 
in the ice, where she remained helpless for 
several days. 

News of the vessel’s arrival came in a 
brief message from St. Pierre to the local 
agents.. The Pro Patria sailed from Bt. 
Pierre for Halifax March 1, and should 


have .been here March 2 or 3. There had 
been much anxiety, especially at St. Pierre, 
where most of the crew and many of the 
passengers have relatives.

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TRICKS OF THE FUR TRADE. 


Siberian Dealers Suffer Because Cheap 
Skins Are Doctored in Europe. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 16.—Richard T. 
Greener, Consular Agent at Vladivostok, re- 
ports to the State Department that the 
Eastern Siberian fur dealers are much dis- 
gusted at the tricks of the manufacturers 
of costly fur products in Europe. 

With the scarcity of fur-bearing animals 
the trade has fallen off over one-half in 
the last few years, and to cap the climax of 
disadvantage the manufacturers are util- 
izing cheap and common furs for the most 
expensive garments. 

By peculiar processes which they have 
discovered they are able to tan a rabbit 


skin and dye it so that only the best ex- 
perts can tell it from genuine sealskin, A 
common arctic fox pelt, which can be 
bought for $2.50, they handle in a way to 
make it look like a fifty-dollar brown or 
black fox sxin. 

The headquarters for most of this tricky 
work in furs, Mr. Greener states, is Leip- 
sic. All Europe, he says, is now furnishing 
as a staple article of trade the skins of the 
common field mole, and the garmentmak- 
ers are using them to make a good imita- 
tion of sealskin.

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~ WALL STREET TOPICS. 


An Interesting Opening. 

Yesterday was the third consecutive day 
of activity in the stock market, and the 
total was larger by nearly 100,000 shares 
than on either Monday or Tuesday. The 
opening was an interesting one, Instead of 
the featureless openings to which Wall 
Street had been accustomed for many 
weeks, there was a sharp advance through- 
out the whole list, the first sales showing 
gains of from half a point to a point over 
Tuesday's close. The strength here followed 
advances in nearly all the internationals in 
London, which for the first time recently 
gave the market a substantial lead over the 
previous day’s close. During the first hour 
228,000 shares were dealt in out of total 
transactions for the day of 501,546 shares. 
The market had experienced such a long 
period of dullness that the eariy trading 
yesterday had about it an appearance of 
enthusiasm to which the Street had become 
altogether unaccustomed. 


Further Short Covering. 

It was the more or less general opinion 
that the continuation of the upward move- 
ment yesterday resulted principally from 
further covering by shorts, accompanied by 
a certain amount of support from impor- 
tant interests, The belief was expressed, 
however, that the very interests who were 
on one hand supporting the list were on 
the other selling whenever opportunity of- 
fered as much as possible of tHe stocks 
which had been accumulated through such 
assistance as had been given to the mar- 
yet during the past week, when there was 
considerable selling in anticipation of the 


Northern Securities. decisidn. The point 
was made that in driving in the shorts the 
market's principal support was being re- 
moved; and that,. therefore, its position 
wou'd be actually weakened by the changes 
of the past few days. There was some in- 
crease in the commission business, but only 
on a small scale. 


Erie Discontents. 

Certain English holders of Erie, it was 
stated here yesterday, are very outspoken 
in their opposition to an extension of the 
Frie voting trust. Further, it was said that 
when the recent call was made on the syn- 
dicate which underwrote the $10,000,000 is- 
sue of Erie convertible bonds the English 
subscribers to that syndicate, before re- 
sponding to the call, asked for a statement 
of the operations of the syndicate up to 
that time. J. P. Morgan & Co., managers 
of the syndicate, so the story runs, replied 
that it was not their custom to render a 
statement until the syndicate operations 
were completed. This is said to have called 
forth a decided and brief reply from the 
English subscrtbers to the, effect that if 
their request for a statement was” denied 
they would refuse to meet the 25 per cent. 
call on their subscriptions. As far as the 
English opposition to the voting trust is 
concerned, it may be said that certain in- 


terests here are as outspokenly opposed to 
the extension as are the Englishmen. 


Baltimore and Ohio. 

Zaltimore and Ohio opened seven-eighths 
of a point above Tuesday's close, at 76%, 
and later advanced half a point additional. 
At the close, it showed a net gain of 1% 
points. The statement of,the road’s net 


earnings for February showed a falling off 
of $214,828, as compared with the same 
month last year. In the loan crowd, after 
the close of the market, there was consid- 
erable demand for Baltimore and Ohio, 


New York Trades Through London. 

About 40,000 shares were traded in for 
London account, of which about 30,000 
shares represented buying during the first 
hour and a half, and the balance selling 
later in the day. The largest purchases 
were in Atchison, Baltimore and Ohio, and 


Union Pacific. The trading was by no 
means all actual London transactions, a 
considerable part, at least, of the opera- 
tions for London account being on orders 
sent from New York. 


Gold Exports to Europe Suggested. 

Some attention was given yesterday to 
the possibility of gold exports to the Con- 
tinent in the near future. Sterling ex- 
change here was quite strong, the closing 
price for demand being $4.8680, or a slight 
advance over that of the previous day. 
Sterling in Paris was quoted at 25 francs, 
14% to 15, and it was figured out that 


New York and Paris were within 3-16 of 
parity, so that a further rdvance in de- 
mand sterling at New York to a slight frac- 
tion above $4.87 might. result in shipments 
of gold from here to Paris. At the same 
time, it was pointed out that exports at 
the moment were impossible, and that it 
was difficult to predict just what the move- 
ments in the exchange markets might be. 


Bears Turned Bulls. 

The events of the week so far have been 
sufficient to change the opinion of at least 
some of last week’s bears. Evans R. Dick 
of Dick Brothers & Company expressed the 


situation as follows: 

“A great many who have been very bear- 
ish are now changing their views, based 
on the following facts: First—The menace 
of the Northern Securities case has been 
removed. Second—The Government has 
made it known that it will not get after 
Pennsylvania, or Union Pacific, or other 
companies which form systems. Third— 
The money market is easier. Fourth—The 
coal strike has been averted. Fifth—The 
apparent impossibility of the Democrats 
forming a good platform presages a Re- 

ublican victory. Sixth—The steel business 

s improving. Seventh—There is a _ very 
large and stubborn short interest that is 
likely to cover at higher prices.”

Report Issued Upon President 
Gould’s Return from West. 


FEWER COTTON BALES MOVED 


Conditions in Sugar-Growing Sections— 
Cattle Industry’s Record—Iimmigra- 
tion in the Southwest. 


The annual report of the Texas and Pa- 
cific Railway for the year ended Dec. 81 
last was made public yesterday on the re- 
turn of President George J. Gould to this 
city after his trip to the Pacific coast. 
The condensed general balance sheet shows:

Speaking of general conditions, President 
Gould says in his report: 

“There is good reason to believe that the 
cotton crop for the year 1904 will be very 
large. The general shortage of the crop in 
1903 and the consequent advance in prices 
will naturally induce the cultivation of a 
much larger area of this staple. 

“The total number of cotton bales moved 
was 750,788, compared with 773,982 in the 
previous year. Of this number the State 
of Texas contributed 416,276 bales and the 
State of Louisiana 434,512 bales. The de- 
crease in the revenue per bale is accounted 
for by the larger movement of cotton to 
Galveston and Houston. 

“In the sugar-growing sections the cane 
crop was hardly as large as ordinary, but 
the cane was rich in sugar-producing quali- 
ties, and more than the usual amount of 
sugar was made. 

“The cattle industry, a most important 
one, especially on the western portions of 
the Texas and Pacific lines, is at present 
in a less prosperous condition than has 
been the case for several years past. It is 
occasioned not by unfavorable seasons, lack 
of rainfall, or severe Winter weather, but 
almost entirely to lower prices than are 
ordinarily obtainable for cattle, 

“The immigration into the States trav- 
ersed by the lines of the Texas and Pacific 
was even larger than usual in 1903. The 
several leading railway systems were par- 
ticularly active during the year in inducing 
same, Texas in particular receiving a large 
immigration.” 


IRON TRADE IMPROVEMENT. 


Further improvement in the iron trade is 
noted by The Iron Age in its issue of to- 
day. The demand from railroads, however, 
has not yet increased in proportion with 
the increase in other quarters. The Iron 
Age says: 

The better feeling in the iron trade continues. 
It has found expression thus far chiefly in a 
livelier buying of pig iron in all quarters, at 
@ moderate advance in many instances. The 
majority of sellers have marked up their asking 
prices, and it remains to be seen whether or 
not this will check buying now that the urgent 
requirements for delivery during the second 
quarter appear to be covered. 

Cast iron pipe manufacturers are studying 
closely the requirements which would come up 
if the project to supply a high pressure fire 
service for New York and Brooklyn should 
mature. It would call for about 100,000 tons, 
of which 80 per cent. would be needed for New 
York and the balance for Brooklyn. 

The Pennsylvania tunnel job has made prog- 
ress.

When we turn from the lines of iron and steel 
products which enter into general consumption 
to those which are chiefly sold to the rallroads 
the situation is less bright. In the lines which 
are not protected by agreements very low prices 
continue to prevail, while the tonnage of those 
products which are controlled by associations is 
still light. There seems little prospect of an im- 
provement in the purchases of the railroads until 
they are able to market securities to better 
advantage than now.

SEVERE COTTON REACTION.

Around the noon hour the first severe 
break occurred after the market had held 
steady at the lower opening figures, which 
were due to disappcinting cables from Liv- 
erpool, where there was considerable weak- 
ness observable. Around 2 o'clock the 
market reached its lowest point, represent- 
ing a decline from the high prices of Mon- 
day of about 100 points. From this point 
there was a slight rally, but the close was 
unsettled and nervous. The outside busi- 
ness was small, as the public is not in the 
market to the same extent as before the 
collapse early in February. 

The Cotton Exchange members have 
voted to adopt several changes in the by- 
laws, One of these provides for an initia- 
tion Yee of $500, and the other for a change 
in the method of settling accounts of failed 
members.

‘BUILDING TROUBLE 
DUE 10 MISTAKES 


Employers and Unions Admit Blun- 
ders Caused This Strike. 


ATTACK ON NON-UNION MEN 


Striking Laborers Drive Armory Exca- 
vators from Work with Bricks, 
Sticks, and Stones. 


More housesmiths whose work had reached 
the limit of three stories above the fire- 
proofing were laid off yesterday, owing to 
the strike of the bricklayers, and, excepting 
on a few non-association contracts, not a 
housesmith was working. 

An attempt was made to put excavators 
to work as laborers at the Thirty-third 
Street end of the Seventy-first Regiment 
Armory, Fourth Avenue, between Thirty- 
third and Thirty-fourth Streets, and fifty 
of them were working when a gang of 100 


a fight with the non-union men, who were 
finally routed and chased out of the bulid- 
ing. They showed fight, and the strikers | 
attacked them with bricks, sticks, stones, 
and other missiles, and routed them again, 
chasing them away for two blocks. There 
were no policemen around at the time, and 
SO no arrests were made. 

It is adraitted by the leading officers of 
the bricklayers’ unions and by the em- 
ployers that the present situation has been 
caused by blunders, both on the side of 
the employers and the unions. 

The members of the Building Trades Em- 
plovers’ Association were more than ever 
anxious yesterday to go on record as say- 
ing that they did not want to precipitate 
the open shop, and put all esponsibility 
for any trouble on the unions. L. K. 
Prince, First Vice President of the Em- 
ployers’ Association, said: 

“We want péace, and we want the arbi- 
tration agreement lived up to. We certain- 
ly will keep it, and if a new fight is forced 
it will be the unions that will be to blame.” 

Later the Employers’ Association issued 
the following statement: 

“The recent alarming prophecies in some | 
sources that all business operations in New 
York are again to be stopped are utterly 
absurd, as neither employer nor mechanic 
wishes another season of idleness. The 
present misunderstanding with the ma- 
son8” laborers, which has caused the en- 
forced idleness of the bricklayers and a 
few men in other branches, we expect will 
be settled. 

“It was for the adjustment of just such 
temporary differences as this one that the 
arbitration system was adopted. The em- 
ployers in the building trades are neither 
seeking nor expecting another period of 
prolonged troubie with the unions. It is 
their serious purpose to perfect the arbi- 
tration plan under which the skilled organ- 
izations are now working, and to establish 
in New York a normal ard prosperous con- 
dition in the building business. 

“It is not true that the employers are 
aiming to establish the open+shop policy in 
New York. The employers and the union 
men are getting along satisfactorily upon 
an equitable businéss basis, and there is no 
desire to disturb persent conditions by at- 
tempting to inaugurate the open-shop poli- 


cy. If that comes, it will be forced upon 
the employers as a last resort after the 
arbitration policy has failed.

ODELL AND JEROME AT ODDS. 


Each Would Direct United States Ship- 
building Inquiry. 


A. difference of opinion between District 
Attorney Jerome and Gov. Odell as to 
which one shall have the controlling part 
in the inquiry into’the United States Ship- 
building Company promotion has intro- 
duced a new element of uncertainty ‘into 
that much complicated case. Gov. Odell, 
so it was learned in Wall Street yesterday, 
is desirous of having the Special Grand 
Jury, due to be called in the near future, 
take the matter up under the direction of 
the Attorney General's Department with'a 
Special Attorney General appointed by the 
Governor to conduct the case. 

It is believed that Gov. Odell would be 
glad to have Samuel Untermyer, who was 
counsel for the four complainant bondhold- 
ers in the receivership suit against the 
shipbuilding company, act in this capacity. 

District Attorney Jerome, on the other 
hand, is understood to intend that the in- 
vestigation shall be through his office pri- 
marily, before a Special Grand Jury, to be 
sure, but not conducted by the Attorney 
General or a representative of that official. 


Another point of difference between the 
State and county duthority is learned to be 
the length of time that will be required 
berore definite steps can be taken. 

Gov. Odell has been avowedly desirous of 
immediate action ever since his own ship- 
building bonds were disposed of a week ago, 
and believes now that three weeks at the 
latest ought to see the evidence in_process 
of submission to the Grand Jury. The Dis- 
trict Attorney, on the other hand, has said 
that six weeks is a more reasonable time 
within which to prepare. 


MAYOR TO HEAD THE PARADE. 


More Than 30,000 Men in Line on St. 
Patrick’s Day. 5 


According to the plans for the celebration 
of St. Patrick’s Day in Manhattan, between 
30,000 and 40,000 members of the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians will participate in a 
parade, headed by Mayor McClellan and 
Grand Marshal Lynch. Fifty-nine divisions 
of the order and every Irish organization in 
the county will be represented, besides 
scores of guests, ingluding many city offi- 
cials. In the evening there will be balls, 
receptions, and dinners in honor of the oc- 
casion. 

The paraders will meet at the Vanderbilt 
Hotel, Forty-second Street and Lexington 
Avenue, at 1 o'clock, and an hour later 
the parade will proceed up Fifth Avenue 
to One Hundred and Twentieth Street, 
where it will be reviewed by the Grand 
Marshal and his aides. . Following the re- 
view, the body will separate, the west side 
division going to the Manhattan Casino, at 
One Hundred and Fifty-fifth Street and 
lignth Avenue, and the east side division 
going to Sulzer’s Harlem River Park, at 
One Hundred and Twenty-eighth Street and 
Second Avenue. A novelty of the parade 
will be the first appearance in public of 
the Hibernian Band, composed of members 
of the order. In all there will be forty 
brass bands and nineteen fife and drum 
corps. 

The Sixty-ninth Regiment will act as an 
escort of honor, under cOmmand of (¢ 
Duffy, and its members will wear for the 
first time the new parade uniform of the 
National Guard of the State. Some changes, 
also, will be noticed in the uniforms worn 
by the Grand Marshal! and his aides. 

It is said that 10,000 men will turn out 
for the parade in Brooklyn, a feature of 
which will be the appearance -of 500 
youngsters in line. This parade will start 
at 1 o'clock from St. Patrick's Church, at 
Willoughby and Kent Avenues, and pro- 
ceed to Ridgewood Park. 

Mayor McClellan and Police Commissioner 
McAdoo are expected to speak at the dinner 
of the Society of the Friendly Sons of St. 
Patrick, to be held at Delmonico’s this 
evening.

NEW CAR LINE FROM BRIDGE. 


To Run to West Side and Will Accom- 
modate Shoppers. 


The Metropolitan Street Railway Com- 
pany next Sunday will put into operation a 
new line, by means of which Brooklyn will 
be brought into more direct and rapid com- 
munication with the west side retail dry 
goods and theatre district in New York 
City. The route will begin at the Brooklyn 
Bridge and run over the Fourth Avenue 
tracks to Canal Street, west in Canal 
Street to West Broadway, and thence north 
to Amsterdam Avenue over the regular 
Sixth and Amsterdam Avenue roads. On 
the line through Canal Street at Broadway 
a new transfer station will be established, 
thus giving passengers access north over 
the Broadway line, and at West Broadway 
another transfer station will be opened, 
where passengers may take the Eighth Av- 
enue lines. 

The Sixth Avenue service to. the Cort- 
landt Street verry will be discontinued, but 
extra service will be put on the Eighth 
Avenue line running to the Cortlandt Street 
Ferry. The regular Sixth Avenue service to 
the South Ferry will be continued, and at 
the Canal Street and West Broadway trans- 
fer station a person taking the Eighth Av- 
enue car at the Cortlandt Street Ferry will 
be able to transfer to north-bound Sixth 
and Amsterdam Avenue cars.

NEW FIRE-FIGHTING PLANS 


Oakley Reports Details of High 
Pressure Service.

SALT WATER ONLY AUXILIARY 


System to Cover Business District from 
Bowery to the Hudson, Chambers to 
Twenty-third Street. 


Commissioner John T. Oakley of the De- 
partment of Water Supply, Gas and Elec- 
tricity submitted to Mayor McClellan yes- 
terday the plans made by the department 
engineers for installing mains, pumping sta- 
tidns, and hydrants for a high-pressure 
water service for fighting fires. It is 
planned to install the system in Manhattan 
Borough in the district bounded by Twen- 
ty-third Street, on the north; Broadway to 
Fourteenth Street, to Fourth Avenue, to 
Bowery, to Chambers Street on the south, 
and to the North River on the west, in- 
cluding some 1,350 acres. 

The plans provide for three pumping sta- 
tions, with a capacity of 1,000,000 gallons 
an hour each, giving a pressure of 200 
poundsto each hydrant, of which there will 
be 1,010 for salt water. It is estimated that 
the cost of the proposed plant in Manhat- 
tan, with electric motors, will be $3,950,- 
400; with gas engines it would cost $5,293,- 
200. The plans submitted also provide for 
extending the system along the Brooklyn 
water front and to Coney Island at an esti- 
mated cost of $1,475,000. It is estimated 
that one year will be required to complete 
the work. The general idea of the engineers 
is to use fresh water in the main, but to 
have the system so arranged that salt 
water may be used as an auxiliary when- 
ever necessary. The engineers who made 
the investigation and report are Nicholas 
8S. Hill, Jr., chief engineer of the Borough 
of Manhattan, and I. M. De Varona, chief 
engineer for the Borough of Brooklyn. 

Commissioner Oakley also calls attention 
to the fact that the proposed service will 
furnish more than three times the quantity 
of water now supplied at one fire by the 
entire Fire Department on a fourth alarm, 
and that the pressure will. be double that 
now maintained. Each pumping station 
will furnish thirty-two streams through 
three-inch hose, with one and a quarter 
inch nozzles, and each hydrant will de- 
liver approximately 2,600 gallons a minute. 

“It is intended that by concentrating the 
fire-fighting forces,’’ says Commissioner 
Oakley, ‘‘ much time and the loss of hose 
due to friction will be saved, and the op- 
erations of the officers and men facilitated. 
You will observe that Mr. Hill reports that 
it is ill-advised and impracticable to com- 


bine the system of fire protection with that 
of street cleaning. 

“In the —a proposition the question 
of the use of salt water in fire fighting 
was considered. We have found, on inves- 
tigation, that the distributing mains of the 
Croton system are sufficient to supply the 
several pumpin stations propose with 
fresh water. s the use of fresh water 
will remove one of the chief objections to 
the proposed high pressure fire service, we 
include in our plans the use of fresh wa- 
ter, augmented by the salt water when 
necessary. This proposition does not in 
any way affect the original plans, but 
makes them more feasible and possible.’’

At midnight of Tues- 
day the unions and the employers formally 
dissolved partnership, and it is now for the 
employes to lock themselves out or remain 
at work by either accepting or rejecting the 
arbitration agreement. 

When the 10,000 employes of the members 
of the*® Employers’ Association throughout 
the country reported for work yesterday 
eaclr one was presented with a copy of the 
arbitration agreement. If he signed it he 


heid his position, if not he lost his job in 
accordance with the notice on the back of 
each printed copy of the agreement: 

At the headquarters of the Employing 
Lithcgraphers’ Association East, 31 Union 
Square West, it was stated yesterday that 
a number of the employes signed the arbi- 
tration agreement individually. The gen- 
eral results in New York and other cities 
will net be known for a day or two. 

It was learned yesterday that prepara- 
tions have been under way in the ho- 
graplnc establishments all over the country 
for some time for*the open shop. A con- 
flict on thiS point, it was stated, was in- 
evitable. According to the Conference Com- 
mittee of the men none of the members 
of the New York unions signed the arbi- 
tralion agreement. 

Meetings of the various unions in this city 
representing the various branches of the 
trade, according to the officers of the or- 

anization, were held yesterday, at which 

t was decided not to accept the arbitratign 
agreement.
